The  Import  Duties  Advisory  Committee  give  notice  of 
the  following  applications :  — For  drawback  under  Sec- 
tion 9  of  the  Finance  Act,  1932,  in  the  case  of  the  fol-

Paints  and  other  commodities,  in  respect  of  the  imported 
linseed  and  linseed  oil  used  in  their  manufacture  ;  and  in  the 
case  of  linseed  oil  in  respect  of  imported  linseed. 

Phenacetin,  in  respect  of  para-phenetidine  used  in  its 
manufacture. 

Stainless  steel  sheets  of  Austenitic  (18/8)  quality  from  3  to 
26  S.W.G.  in  thickness,  in  respect  of  the  billets  or  slabs  of 
stainless  steel  used  in  their  manufacture. 

Stencil  paper,  in  respect  of  the  hand-made  Tengujo  paper, 
known  as  dental  tissue,  used  in  its  manufacture.

Rubber  Industry  Bill 

The  Rubber  Industry  Bill  is  now  available  at  H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  Kingsway,  London,  W.C. 2,  price 
threepence.  This  private  members'  Bill  provides  for 
contributions  by  all  rubber  manufacturers  to  the 
Research  Association  of  British  Rubber  Manufacturers, 
with  the  objects  of  ensuring  the  continuance  and 
development  of  scientific  and  industrial  research  into  the 
problems  of  the  rubber  industry.  The  Bill  proposes  that 
all  rubber  manufacturers  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Northern  Ireland  shall  contribute  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one  twenty-fifth  of  a  penny  per  lb.  in  respect  of  all 
rubber  used  in  their  processes.  The  operation  of  the 
Bill  is  limited  to  December  31,  1938,  and  the  contribu- 
tions are  to  amount  to  an  annual  average  of  ;£i5,ooo. 


Inquests 

An  inquiry  was  held  at  Sutton  Coldfield,  on  January 
13,  concerning  the  death  of  Miss  Ida  Brailsford,  chemist 
and  druggist,  on  the  previous  day  at  a  branch  of  Taylors 
Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  where  she  was  employed.  It  was  stated 
that  at  times  Miss  Brailsford  complained  of  earache.  The 
coroner  returned  a  verdict  of  "Suicide  from  taking 
poison." 

On  January  13,  the  Westminster  coroner  held  an 
inquest  on  the  body  of  Miss  Annie  Euridge,  Turneville 
Road,  West  K^ensington,  who  died  in  St.  George's  Hos- 
pital from  the  effects  of  quinophan  poisoning.  It  was 
stated  that  she  had  been  crippled  for  some  years  with 
rheumatoid  arthritis.  A  medical  witness  said  he  had 
given  her  various  things  including  quinophan  in  small 
doses.  The  tablets  greatly  relieved  her.  This  was  in 
December,  and  he  gave  her  a  second  course  of  twelve 
tablets,  stopping  the  treatment  just  before  Christmas. 
When  he  saw  the  patient  on  January  9  she  was  somewhat 
jaundiced,  and  complained  of  vomiting.  He  had  her 
admitted  into  St.  George's  Hospital  on  January  11,  and 
she  died  the  next  day.  Dr.  John  Taylor,  pathologist, 
deposed  that  in  the  hospital  acute  yellow  atrophy  of  the 
liver  was  diagnosed,  and  that  was  the  cause  of  death. 
Such  a  condition  would  occur  in  certain  cases  after  the 
administration  of  quinophan,  which  was  known  by  a 
variety  of  names.  He  did  not  think  the  dosage  had  a 
bearing  on  the  result:  in  one  case  a  patient  had  taken 
60  gr.,  while  another  had  taken  7,000  gr.  before  anything 
happened.  Quinophan  was  very  well  thought  of,  and 
often  caused  improvement,  sometimes  when  everything 
else  had  failed.  Dr.  Taylor  went  on  to  say  that  the  liver 
in  this  case  weighed  24  oz.  instead  of  40  oz.  Recording 
a  verdict  of  "  Death  by  misadventure,"  the  coroner  said 
Miss  Euridge  was  probably  one  of  those  persons  who  had 
a  peculiar  susceptibility  to  the  effects  of  quinophan. 
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South  African  Exchange  Dumping  Duty 

Notice  has  been  issued  in  Johannesburg  to  the  effect 
that  the  exchange  dumping  duty  levied  in  South  Africa 
will  only  continue  to  apply  when  the  currency  of  the 
country  of  export  is  depreciated  below  South  African 
currency,  at  the  date  of  importation,  by  an  amount  ex- 
ceeding lo  per  cent.

In  the  Courts. — At  the  Central  Criminal  Court, 
London,  on  January  11,  George  Thompson  (25),  labourer, 
was  found  ' '  Guilty  ' '  of  receiving  various  articles  belong- 
ing to  A.  Bourjois  et  Cie,  Ltd.,  Carter  Lane,  E.G.,  and 
\\as  sentenced  to  seventeen  months'  hard  labour.: — At 
Hull,  on  January  13,  Ceferina  Escobido,  seaman,  was 
fined  ;^ioo  on  each  of  two  charges  in  connection  with  the 
unlawful  possession  of  i  oz.  of  cocaine  and  i  oz.  of 
heroin. 

The  Royal  L^stitution. — The  list  of  public  afternoon 
lectures  at  the  Royal  Institution  before  Easter  includes 
a  course  by  Professor  J.  C.  McLennan,  until  recently 
Professor  of  Physics  in  the  University  of  Toronto,  on 
"Low  Temperatures  and  Low  Temperature  Pheno- 
mena." A  course  on  "  Recent  Advances  in  Genetics 
is  to  be  given  by  Professor  J.  B.  S.  Haldane.  Sir  William 
Bragg  will  review  the  progress  in  the  past  twenty  years 
of  the  science  of  crystal  analysis  by  a:-rays.  Lord 
Rutherford  will  give  a  Saturday  course  on  the  ' '  Detec- 
tion and  Production  of  Swift  Particles." 

Irish  Notes 

Irregular  Practice  of  Dentistry 

At  Belfast  Police  Court,  recently,  Vincent  Cairns, 
dental  mechanic,  Amelia  Street,  was  convicted  on  two 
charges  of  practising  dentistry  without  being  registered 
under  the  Dentists  Act.  For  each  offence  he  was  fined 
;^io,  with  20s.  costs,  and  the  justices  ordered  that  one- 
third  of  the  penalty  should  go  to  the  complainants. 
Charges  of  holding  himself  out  as  practising  or  being  pre- 
pared to  practise  dentistry  were  withdrawn. 

At  Milford,  co.  Donegal,  on  January  13,  the  Free 
State  Dencal  Board  prosecuted  Philip  Murray  for 
practising  dentistry  or  dental  surgery  without  being 
registered  as  a  dentist  in  the  P'ree  State,  and  also  for 
representing  himself  as  practising,  or  being  prepared  to 
practise,  dentistry  or  dental  surgery.  After  evidence 
for  the  prosecution,  Mr.  Regan  said  his  client's  defence 
was  that  he  endeavoured  to  become  registered  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  His  client 
was  quite  prepared  to  pay  the  fee  and  do  anything  that 
was  necessary.  Mr.  Malseed,  for  the  prosecution,  said 
the  point  was  that  the  defendant  must  show  that  on 
the  establishment  of  the  Free  State  Dental  Board  he 
was  on  the  Register  which  previously  applied  to  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland.  It  was  held  that  the  defendant 
could  not  be  registered  in  the  Free  State  until  his  name 
was  in  the  British  register.  The  justice  said  in  the 
prosecution  for  practising  dentistry  a  fine  of  ;^io,  with 
^6  costs  and  £t.  expenses,  would  be  imposed,  the  defen- 
dant being  given  until  April  i  to  pay.  The  alternative 
would  be  two  months'  imprisonment.  The  other  case 
would  be  dismissed  without  prejudice. 

Brevities 

Mr.  Thomas  Reilly  has  opened  a  pharmacy  at  Bridge 
Street,  Banbridge. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Cole,  Ph.C,  is  an  Independent  candidate  for 
CO.  Cavan  in  the  Free  State  General  Election. 

Mr.  Fred  Storey  (president  of  the  Chemists'  and  Drug- 
gists'  Society  of  Ireland)  has  been  appointed  to  the 


Committee  of  the  Stockholders'  Protection  Association  of 
the  Great  Northern  Railway. 

The  annual  match  for  the  McMullan  cup,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Golf  Association,  has 
been  fixed  for  June  7  at  the  Castlerock  Links. 

According  to  a  statement  issued  by  the  Minister  for 
Industry  and  Commerce,  new  factories  started  in  the 
Free  State  since  last  March  include  two  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  medical  and  veterinary  preparations. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  joint  committee  of  the 
Grangegorman  Mental  Hospital,  a  letter  was  read  from 
the  Minister  for  Local  Government  stating  that  sufficient 
reason  had  not  been  advanced  for  the  appointment  of  a 
medical  compounder  at  Grangegorman  and  also  at 
Portrane.  Mr.  O'Farrell  said  that  prescriptions  were 
sometimes  sent  into  the  hospital  by  outside  doctors,  and 
were  compounded  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  institu- 
tions. It  was  illegal  for  one  doctor  to  compound  the 
prescriptions  of  another,  and  if  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  took  this  matter  up  it  would  cost  the  committee 
a  good  deal  more  than  the  salary  of  the  compounder. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  the  legal  adviser. 

At  the  Cork  District  Court,  recently,  Christopher 
Lyons,  Grattan  Street,  was  prosecuted  for  having 
obtained  sums  of  money  by  false  pretences.  The 
accused,  it  was  stated,  went  round  selling  bath  salts,  tell- 
ing purchasers  that  if  they  sent  the  wrapper  to  Messrs. 
Rexall  they  would  receive  free  gifts.  The  accused 
pleaded  "  Guilty."  Mr.  Frederick  Robinson  (Hayes, 
Conyngham  &  Robinson,  Ltd.,  Dublin)  said  they  were 
the  sole  Irish  agents  for  Rexall  products,  and  the  accused 
was  never  a  representative  of  theirs.  A  sentence  of  two 
months'  imprisonment  was  imposed,  not  to  become 
effective  if  the  accused  entered  into  a  personal  bond. 
He  was  ordered  to  pay        the  costs  of  the  prosecution.

Reminiscences 

such  as  have  been  written  by  Mr.  William 
Johnston  (C.  <Sy  D.,  January  14,  p.  36)  are  interesting 
from  the  personal  and  the  general  points  of  view. 
Everyone  in  pharmacy  who  has  ever  been  concerned 
about  price  cutting  of  proprietary  articles  and  the 
incidence  of  medicine-stamp  duty  must  naturally  feel 
that  the  retirement  of  this  veteran  supporter  of  the 
chemist's  claims  to  exclusive  privileges  means  the  loss  of 
something  important  from  our  scheme  of  things.  The 
reminiscences  appeal  to  us  chemists  as  parting  words 
of  wit  and  wisdom  from  one  whom  we  all  esteem. 
From  the  general  point  of  view  they  possess  a  valuable 
historic  character,  giving  further  glimpses  of  what 
happened  to  chemists'  apprentices  and  assistants  fifty  to 
sixty  years  ago,  showing  how  price  protection  of  pro- 
prietaries came  into  being,  and  bringing  into  the  lime- 
light many  individuals  whose  work  in  defence  of 
chemists'  interests  might  otherwise  have  been  forgotten. 
Perhaps,  as  time  goes  on,  he  may  be  tempted  to  con- 
tinue his  reminiscences  and  the  C.  D.  find  space  for 
recording  them.  Meanwhile,  I  join  with  many  others  in 
wishing  him  a  long  and  happy  period  of  retirement.

world  of  pharmacy  and  kindred  spheres  of  activity  with- 
out any  delay.  Like  "  G.  B.  D."  (p.  48),  I  open  my 
copy  immediately  on  receipt,  and  I  manage  to  gain  a 
general  idea  of  what  it  contains  before  starting  my  day's 
work.  But  later  I  return  to  its  pages  for  a  more 
deliberate  perusal,  with  the  result  that  I  feel  I  am 
always  fully  informed.  In  such  a  matter  as  the  reading 
of  one's  trade  journal,  it  is  undoubtedly  advisable  to 
form  the  habit  of  doing  it  without  any  undue  delay,  re- 
garding it  as  a  pleasurable  interlude  to  make  ourselves 


acquainted  with  the  latest  information  about  everything 
connected  with  our  business. 

Accommodation 

ought  to  be  provided  by  national  represen- 
tative bodies  in  pharmacy,  in  the  opinion  of  many  of 
us,  not  only  for  routine  work,  but  also  for  members  who 
may  have  the  opportunity  of  visiting  headquarters  and 
would  like  to  make  appointments  for  meeting  friends  or 
business  acquaintances  there.  This  is  a  point  that  is 
frequently  overlooked  when  plans  are  being  made  for 
new  premises,  as  I  have  been  reminded  while  perusing 
your  report  of  a  committee  meeting  of  the  Ulster  Retail 
Drug  Trade  Association  (p.  30).  And  it  seems  particu- 
larly desirable  that  the  point  should  be  kept  in  mind 
when  plans  are  being  prepared  for  the  new  headquarters 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Repeatedly  I 
have  heard  complaints  regarding  the  inadequate  accom- 
modation provided  by  the  existing  premises,  and  it 
seems  just  as  well  to  look  ahead  in  preparing  the  plans 
for  the  proposed  new  edifice  in  Brunswick  Square. 

Juvenile  Customers 

should  obviously  receive  as  carefully 
studied  attention  as  any  other  purchasers  of  our  goods, 
and  it  is  well  that  "  A.  S."  (p.  40)  should  emphasise  the 
importance  of  having  due  regard  to  the  manner  in  which 
we  deal  with  children  when  we  transact  business  with 
them  across  the  counter.  Young  folk  should  receive  just 
as  much  consideration  as  any  adult.  Unfavourable 
impressions  tend  to  last  much  longer  in  the  case  of 
young  people,  so  that  they  may  react  not  only  upon 
present-day  operations,  but  persist  during  many  years 
to  come  and  affect  many  more  persons  than  are  actually 
offended  when  the  children's  feelings  are  hurt.  It  is  not 
enough  that  we  should  make  a  fuss  about  a  child  when 
it  comes  into  the  pharmacy  with  its  mother,  as  is  so  often 
done.  Much  more  to  the  point  is  it  that  the  child 
coming  alone,  on  however  trivial  an  errand,  should  go 
away  feeling  that  it  has  been  regarded  as  a  welcome 
visitor. 
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Legal  Reporls 


Action  Dismissed.— In  the  High  Court,  London, 
recently,  Albert  Kaye,  wholesale  druggists'  sundriesman. 
King's  Road,  Fulham,  S.W.,  brought  an  action  against 
the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  for  an  injunc- 
tion to  restrain  the  Association  from  keeping  his  name 
upon  their  Stop  List,  from  causing  supplies  of  articles 
protected  through  their  agency  to  be  withheld  from  him, 
and  from  removing  his  name  from  the  list  of  firms  and 
persons  who  had  signed  the  Association's  wholesale  agree- 
ment ;  for  a  declaration  that  under  the  agreement  in 
writing  between  him  and  the  P.A.T.A.  they  were  not 
entitled  to  keep  his  name  upon  the  Stop  List ;  and  he 
also  claimed  damages  for  breach  of  the  agreement.  The 
matter  came,  on  July  8,  before  Mr.  Justice  Du  Parcq, 
who  refused  to  grant  an  interim  injunction,  but  made  an 
order  for  a  speedy  trial.  Last  month,  the  plaintiff  hav- 
ing taken  no  further  step  in  the  action,  the  P.A.T.A. 
applied  to  the  Court  for  judgment.  The  Court  made  an 
order  dismissing  the  action,  and  ordering  the  plaintiff  to 
pay  the  P.A.T.A.  the  costs  incurred  by  them  in  defend- 
ing the  action. 

Incomplete  Mixing. — At  Wallasey,  on  January  ii, 
Mr.  Horace  Siddall,  chemist  and  druggist.  King  Street, 
Egremont,  pleaded  "  Guilty  "  to  selling  borax  and  honey 
which  was  devoid  of  borax.  Mr.  Dodd,  for  the  prosecu- 
tion, said  that  a  customer  purchased  a  is.  jar  of  borax 
and  honey.  Analysis  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  "  borax 
and  honey"  consisted  of  honey  and  glycerin  only.  Mr. 
G.  Standing,  for  the  defence,  said  the  defendant  went  to  a 
jar  to  supply  the  customer  and  found  there  was  only  |-  oz. 
there,  while  3  oz.  was  required.  He  saw  a  rnortar  con- 
taining what  he  thought  was  borax  and  honey,  and  he 
completed  the  order  therefrom.  Shortly  afterwards  the 
assistant  saw  a  knife  on  the  counter,  asked  his  employer 
if  he  had  used  some  of  the  contents  of  the  mortar,  and 
told  him  that  it  had  not  been  mixed.  When  the  in- 
spector returned  with  the  sample,  he  explained  what  had 
happened.  As  to  the  cost,  it  might  be  mentioned  that 
the  borax  was  quite  inexpensive.  He  (Mr.  Standing) 
suggested  that  the  case  might  be  dealt  with  under  the 
Probation  of  Offenders  Act.  Mr.  William  Johnston, 
Ph.C,  called  as  to  this  point,  said  that  borax  was  the 
principal  medicinal  ingredient  of  the  mixture,  but  there 
would  be  nothing  prejudicial  to  the  purchaser  by  its 
omission  ;  the  mixture  simply  would  not  have  as  much 
beneficial  effect.  The  chairman  said  that  in  this  case 
there  was  slight  carelessness  without  intent.  The  case 
would  be  dismissed  on  payment  of  the  analyst's  fee,  15s., 
and  the  court  costs. 

Van  Sales  of  Disinfectants. — At  London  Sessions,  on 
January  13,  an  appeal  against  a  fine  imposed  by  Mr.  C. 
Mullins,  the  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  magistrate,  for 
offering  goods  for  sale  from  the  carriageway  without  a 
licence  under  the  London  County  Council  (General 
Powers)  Act,  1927  (C.  &■  D.,  Nov.  5,  1932,  p.  546),  was 
heard.  The  applicant  was  Mr.  Edward  Mabbutt,  and  the 
respondent  Mr.  Arthur  C.  Mann,  an  inspector  of  the 
Finsbury  Borough  Council.  Mr.  C.  Humphreys  appeared 
on  behalf  of  the  Council,  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Eastwood  for  the 
appellant.  Mr.  Humphreys,  after  relating  the  facts  of 
the  case,  said  the  question  was,  "  What  was  a  stationary 
position?  "  Mr.  Eastwood  contended  that  the  Council 
should  have  taken  proceedings  for  obstruction,  to  which 
there  would  have  been  no  defence.  The  Hawkers  Act, 
1888,  included  any  person  who  travelled  by  any  means 
of  locomotion  to  sell  goods  or  merchandise  from  other 
than  his  own  residence.  He  contended  that  Milton  vans 
had  a  perfect  right  to  stop,  and  make  as  many  sales  as 
they  could,  and  then  move  on ;  they  could  always  be 
prosecuted  for  obstruction  if  any  arose.  Sir  Herbert 
Wilberforce  (Chairman) :  This  Act  was  a  curious 
form  of  legislation.  This  firm  had  invented  a  new 
form  of  trade;  can  they  be  stopped  by  the  Act?  Mr. 
Humphreys  contended  that  if  they  stopped  for  five 
minutes  they  were  all  right ;  ten  minutes,  they  were 
doubtful  ;  and  half  an  hour  or  more,  they  were  station- 
ary.   Sir  Herbert  decided  that  the  van  was  not  stationary 


within  the  meaning  of  the  section,  and  allowed  the 
appeal.  He  agreed  to  state  a  case  for  appeal  to  the  High 
Court. 

Alleged  Passing  Off. — In  the  Chancery  Division  of 
the  High  Court,  London,  on  January  13,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Luxmoore,  Mr.  Droop,  in  an  action  by  Aspro, 
Ltd.,  Cannon  Street,  E.C.,  against  Frederick  Alexander 
Horsenail,  who  was  stated  to  be  trading  as  Lee, 
herbalist,  at  Broad  Street,  Canterbury,  moved  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  alleged  passing  off  of  goods  as 
and  for  those  of  the  plaintiffs.  Counsel  said  that  the 
defendant  (who  appeared  in  person)  had  previously  given 
an  undertaking  in  the  terms  of  the  notice  of  motion  over 
that  day.  The  plaintiffs'  allegation  was  that  the  defen- 
dant had  exhibited  in  his  shop  a  notice  which  bore  the 
words,  "  The  tablets.  A  substitute  for  Aspro,"  and 
was  selling  tablets  in  bottles  which  described  them  as  a 
substitute  for  Aspro  and  sold  in  competition  with 
Aspro.  His  lordship  said  the  plaintiffs  could  not  com- 
plain of  the  label  on  the  bottles.  Counsel  said  there 
was  a  further  notice  that  the  formulas  of  patent  medi- 
cines were  everyone's  property,  and  that  in  the  shop 
were  substitutes  for  various  proprietary  medicines, 
among  which  was  included  Aspro.  His  lordship  pointed 
out  that  only  substitutes  for  Aspro  were  being  offered 
for  sale.  Mr.  Droop  said  he  had  proved  that  there  had 
been  passing  off,  and  he  submitted  there  was  infringe- 
ment of  trade  mark.  His  lordship  said  there  could  be 
no  infringement  of  trade  mark  by  putting  up  a  notice, 
"Don't  buy  Aspro;  these  are  better."  Mr.  Droop 
submitted  that  defendant  was  getting  the  benefit  of  the 
plaintiffs'  goodwill.  His  Lordship :  I  don't  see  how  this 
can  be  getting  the  benefit  of  your  goodwill.  All  I  am 
concerned  with  is  whether  this  is  an  isolated  case.  On 
the  evidence  I  shall  only  grant  an  injunction  to  restrain 
passing  off  until  trial  or  further  order. 

The  Construction  of  an  Agreement. — In  Exeter 
County  Court,  on  January  11,  Mr.  John  B.  Braid,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Exmouth,  claimed  liquidated  damages  for 
breach  of  agreement  and  an  injunction  of  restraint  against 
Mr.  Reginald  C.  Lawes,  of  the  same  place.  Mr.  J.  L. 
Pratt,  for  the  plaintiff,  said  that  Mr.  Braid  had  carried 
on  business  as  a  chemist  at  Exmouth  for  many  years, 
and  in  1925  he  added  a  department  for  the  sale  of  wire-' 
less  sets  and  wireless  accessories.  The  defendant  was 
engaged  as  manager  of  the  wireless  branch.  An  agree- 
ment was  drawn  up  between  them  and  signed  on 
March  2,  1925.  It  was  of  twelve  months'  duration, 
terminable  after  by  a  month's  notice  on  either  side,  and 
a  clause  was  to  the  effect  that  at  no  time  thereafter 
should  defendant  carry  on  or  be  concerned  in  the  carry- 
ing on  of  a  wireless  business  in  Exmouth,  or  within  a 
six-mile  radius  of  the  town.  In  default  the  agreement 
provided  for  £100  liquidated  damages  and  enabled  the 
plaintiff  to  seek  an  injunction  to  restrain.  Throughout 
the  seven  years  in  which  the  defendant  remained  in  the 
plaintiff's  employment  he  was  in  sole  charge  of  the  wire- 
less branch.  On  November  12  last  the  defendant  informed 
the  plaintiff  of  his  desire  to  leave,  as  he  intended  to  set 
up  in  business  at  Budleigh  Salterton,  a  town  from  which 
Mr.  Braid  drew  many  customers  and  which  came  within 
the  prohibited  area.  The  plaintiff  told  the  defendant 
that  he  was  restrained  by  the  agreement,  but  the  defen- 
dant took  up  the  attitude  that  the  plaintiff  had  better 
enforce  the  agreement  if  he  thought  he  could  do  so.  The 
defendant  had  since  opened  business  premises  at 
Exmouth,  within  300  yards  of  those  occupied  by  Mr. 
Braid,  for  the  sale  and  service  of  wireless  goods  and  wire- 
less accessories.  Evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  Braid  in 
support  of  this  statement.  Witness  added  that  he 
paid  the  defendant  ^4  a  week  in  1929,  with  the 
promise  of  a  bonus  at  the  end  of  the  year 
based  on  auditors'  figures.  Cross-examined  by  Mr. 
Malcolm  Wright,  for  the  defendant,  Mr.  Braid  said  that 
in  March  1932  overhead  charges  were  found  to  be  rather 
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high,  and  Mr.  Lawes  voluntarily  agreed  to  a  reduction 
in  his  salary  (which  at  that  time  was  £5,  without  com- 
mission) to  the  extent  oi  £1  a  week,  provided  he 
received  a  bonus  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  defendant, 
giving  evidence,  mentioned  that  he  first  set  up  in 
business  on  his  own  account  as  a  radio  engineer  at 
Exmouth  in  1924.  Owing  to  the  position  of  the  wireless 
side  of  Mr.  Braid's  business  last  year,  he  worked 
ten  or  twelve  hours  a  day  and  went  without  his 
holiday.  In  cross-examination,  he  agreed  that  on 
leaving  Mr.  Braid's  employment  he  circularised  the 
majority  of  the  plaintiff's  customers  to  the  effect  that 
he  was  setting  up  in  business  on  his  own  account.  The 
Judge :  Then  you  turned  the  agreement  into  a  scrap  of 
paper.  What  is  the  use  of  entering  into  agreements  if, 
when  they  don't  suit  you,  you  are  going  to  tear  them 
up?    Judgment  was  reserved.

to  The  Square,  Claremorris;  Mr.  John  Mackle,  Ph.C, 
from  63  Main  Street,  TuUow,  to  Ballinamore,  co.  Leitrim  ; 
Mr.  Wm.  F.  Herlihy,  M.P.S.I.,  from  439  Erin  Terrace  to 
5  Belton  Park,  Donnycarney,  Dublin. 

Preliminary  Registration 

The  following,  who  submitted  certificates  from  other 
bodies,  were  granted  Preliminary  registration:  Misses  E. 
Whelan  and  Violet  Dudgeon,  Messrs.  P.  O'Gorman,  F. 
Reen,  J.  Gilhgan,  M.  J.  Long,  T.  L.  Jordan,  J.  J. 
Cranitch,  P.  R.  O'Toole,  and  J.  J.  Carroll. 

Reports  from  Committees 

The  House  Committee's  report  was  submitted  and 
adopted.  The  Law  Committee's  report,  which  was  also 
approved,  mentioned  tha,t  the  questions  which  had  arisen 
in  connection  with  Dr.  V.  Kierans  as  law  adviser  had 
been  postponed  pending  a  reply  from  Dr.  Kierans  to  the 
registrar's  last  letter. 

A  Recommendation  Referred  Back 

The  Schools  Committee  recommended  that  the  applica- 
tions received  from  the  Technical  Schools  at  Cork  and 
Tralee  to  have  their  courses  in  pharmacy  recognised  be 
adjourned. 

Mr.  FiTZPATRiCK  said  the  Council  would  not  sanction 
the  recommendation  in  that  form.  The  Committee  should 
amplify  it. 

Mr.  Fielding  said  he  could  not  for  one  moment  agree 
with  the  recommendation.  In  Cork  they  had  one  of  the 
best  schools  in  the  country,  and  no  money  had  been 
spared  on  it.  He  was  told  the  pharmacy  class  was  not 
second  even  to  their  own.  He  maintained  that  any 
school  on  inspection  by  representatives  of  the  Council, 
or  the  registrar  deputed  by  the  Council,  which  came  up 
to  the  standard  required,  and  could  teach  the  subjects 
they  required,  should  not  be  refused  recognition.  It  was 
all  very  well  for  people  living  in  Dublin,  but  there  were 
other  places  equally  as  important  as  Dublin.  There  was 
no  reason  why  boys  in  these  other  places  should  be  put 
to  the  expense  of  having  to  come  and  live  in  Dublin  to 
do  their  pharmacy  course.  He  moved :  "  That  the  report 
of  the  Schools  Committee  be  referred  back  for  further 


consideration,  and  that  the  Committee  be  requested  to 
draw  up  rules  under  which  outside  schools  may  be  recog- 
nised." 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  seconded  the  motion. 

Sir  Thomas  Robinson  said  he  did  not  agree  that  there 
were  other  places  as  important  as  Dublin.  (Laughter.) 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  report  was  referred 
back  to  the  Committee. 

Deaths  Reported 

The  registrar  reported  on  the  deaths  of  Mr.  J.  C.  T. 
Day,  Ph.C,  and  Mr.  W.  Moore  Wade,  Ph.C. 

The  New  Pharmacopceia 

The  coming  into  force  of  the  new  Pharmacopoeia  in 
relation  to  the  syllabus  of  the  Materia  Medica  School  was 
discussed,  and  it  was  agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
O'Rourke,  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  Gleeson:  "  That  the 
lecturer  in  materia  medica  be  instructed  to  lecture  on 
the  B.P.,  1932,  and  contrast  it  where  necessary  with  the 
B.P.,  1914." 

Mr.  Warwick  inquired  if  there  would  be  any  means  of 
acquainting  members  when  the  new  B.P.  became  official. 

The  Registrar  said  the  notice  was  due  to  appear  any 
day  in  the  "  Gazette."  On  Mr.  Warwick's  suggestion 
it  was  decided  to  include  a  slip  in  this  year's  calendars 
notifying  members  of  the  date  on  which  the  new  B.P. 
came  into  effect. 

The  Preliminary  Examination 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  moved  the  following  motion  standing 
in  his  name,  which  was  adjourned  with  another  motion 
dealing  with  the  Preliminary  examination  in  the  name 
of  Mr.  Parkes  from  last  month's  Council  meeting: 
"  That  the  words  '  and  no  examination  passed  after  the 
coming  into  force  of  these  Regulations  will  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  this  examination  '  be  deleted  from  the 
Preliminary  Regulations  and  the  following  words  substi- 
tuted in  lieu  thereof :  '  The  Matriculation  certificate  of 
the  National  University  of  Ireland  may  be  accepted  in 
lieu  of  the  Preliminary  examination,  provided  that  (a) 
the  certificate  includes  the  subjects  of  Latin  and  Irish, 
(b)  the  fee  of  four  guineas  is  paid.' 

Mr.  Warwick  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  said  if  they  accepted  an  open  Matricu- 
lation examination  they  would  leave  it  open  to  about 
3,000  people  to  come  into  pharmacy  every  year. 

A  vote  was  taken,  which  resulted  as  follows:  For  the 
motion — the  president,  Messrs.  Fitzpatrick,  Dwyer, 
Warwick,  Fielding,  Dr.  Mitchell,  and  Miss  Flood  (7)  ; 
against  the  motion — Messrs.  Boyd,  Cremen,  Gleeson, 
Kieran,  McCormack,  O'Rourke,  Parkes  (7).  (Sir  Thomas 
Robinson  had  left  the  meeting  before  this  motion  was 
reached.) 

The  President  gave  his  casting  vote  for  the  motion, 
and  declared  it  carried  by  eight  votes  to  seven. 

Moving  the  motion  standing  in  his  name,  Mr.  Parkes 
said  there  was  one  slight  mistake  in  it  as  it  stood.  He 
meant  to  add  chemistry  and  botany  to  the  subjects 
Irish,  English,  Latin  and  mathematics  of  the  Matricula- 
tion examination  of  the  National  University,  with  the 
stipulation  that  all  the  subjects  be  taken  at  one 
examination.  The  business  was  overcrowded,  and  would 
be  even  more  so  if  they  had  an  open  Matriculation 
examination  with  the  ordinary  subjects.  His  idea  was 
to  make  the  standard  a  little  higher  by  prescribing  set 
subjects.  Any  student  who  could  not  pass  them  all  at 
once  would  not  be  much  use  to  the  profession. 

Miss  Flood  :  I  think  insistence  on  having  all  the 
subjects  iJassed  at  once  would  be  unfair  to  girls.  Latin 
is  not  so  much  a  subject  in  girls'  schools  as  in  boys'. 

Mr.  Gleeson  seconded  Mr.  Parkes's  motion. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  said  the  case  against  the  new  Pre- 
liminary had  been  given  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
and  the  case  for  should  be  given  this  month.  There 
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should  be  fair  play  with  regard  to  what  was  passed  for 
publication  in  the  trade  Press.  What  one  member  of 
the  Council  said  was  just  as  important  as  what  another 
member  said,  particularly  when  different  points  of  view 
were  expressed.  In  the  report  of  the  December  Council 
meeting  published  in  the  C.  &■  D.  not  one  word  against 
Mr.  Fitzpatrick's  notice  of  motion  was  allowed  to 
appear.  It  was  not  quite  correct,  as  some  members 
stated,  to  say  the  ordinary  Matriculation  admitted  to 
every  profession. 

Mr.  Cremen  said  the  report  published  in  the  C.  D. 
of  the  last  meeting  left  country  members  under  a  wrong 
impression.  It  stated  it  was  absolutely  essential  to  have 
the  president  on  the  new  Committee  to  deal  with  the 
Preliminary,  but  did  not  mention  that  he  was  on  the 
Committee  responsible  for  the  Preliminary  now 
abandoned.  Personally  he  could  not  make  head  or  tail 
of  the  report. 

Mr.  FiTZPATRicK  said  there  was  nothing  ambiguous 
in  the  remarlc  in  the  report  referred  to. 

Mr.  O'Rourke:  I  think  the  point  Mr.  Cremen  wished 
brought  out  was  the  fact  that  the  president  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee  responsible  for  the  Pre- 
liminary, and  that  he  was  the  strongest  member  in 
favour  of  a  higher  standard.  From  the  report  it  would 
appear  as  if  the  new  Preliminary  was  carried  against  his 
wishes. 

The  President  said  he  must  protest  against  these 
remarks.  He  never  intended  any  such  thing  should 
appear.    Was  it  suggested  he  "  twisted  "  the  report? 

Mr.  Cremen  :  I  am  not  suggesting  any  such  thing.  I 
am  suggesting  that  the  report  of  the  last  meeting  as 
published  did  not  leave  the  matter  clear  enough  in  the 
country. 

Mr.  Parkes  :  There  was  a  discussion  here  on  the 
motion  for  close  on  two  hours,  yet  only  a  few  lines 
appear  in  the  report. 

The  President  said  that  if  the  discussion  for  two 
hours  was  not  published  it  affected  every  point  of  view 
equally. 

Mr.  Kieran  suggested  that  the  members  of  the 
Council  who  saw  differently  on  this  question  of  the 
Preliminary  should  come  together  and  devise  a  solution. 

Replying  to  Mr.  McCormack,  the  Registrar  said 
that  the  new  Preliminary  Regulations,  which  were 
already  dead,  were  printed  in  the  Calendar  coming  out 
this  m^onth. 

Mr.  FiTZPATRicit  said  that  if  other  members  would  see 
the  equity  of  the  matter  he  would  meet  them.  He  was 
working  on  behalf  of  chemists  who  had  sons  and 
daughters  coming  into  the  business.  If  the  Council 
wished  to  make  the  examination  stiff,  but  gave  one  or 
two  years'  notice,  he  would  support  them. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  said  he  was  in  favour  of  privileges  for 
sons  and  daughters  of  those  in  the  profession. 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  :  We  must  have  no  patronage.  I  am 
opposed  to  it. 

Miss  Flood  :  It  would  be  unfair. 

Mr.  KiERAN  said  that  the  only  difference  between 
Mr.  Parkes  and  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  was  matriculation 
without  chemistrj'  and  botany. 

Mr.  Cremen  [to  Mr.  Fitzpatrick) :  Will  you  take 
chemistry  and  botany  ? 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick;  Yes,  for  October  1934.  You  must 
give  one  school  year's  notice. 

At  this  stage  a  letter  from  Mr.  F.  E.  Smith,  secretary 
of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Branch  of  the  Irish  Union  of 
Distributive  Workers,  was  read.  The  following  are  the 
principal  passages:  — 

"  My  Committee,  at  their  weekly  meeting  held  on  the  5th 
inst.,  reviewed  the  report  as  published  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  the  lajt  Council  meeting,  at  which  certain 
motions  relative  to  the  apprenticeship  question  were  dis- 
cussed. My  Committee  look  with  favour  on  any  such  pro- 
posals, the  result  of  which  will  effectually  close  the  gate,  or 
at  least  limit  considerably  the  number  of  those  entering  our 
already  overstocked  and  underpaid  profession.  I  was  there- 
fore instructed  to  draw  your  Council's  attention  to  our 
previous  official  statement  which  appeared  in  certain  papers, 
and  wherein  we  stated  that  from  the  limited  reports  in  our 
possession  the  total  number  of  unemployed  assistants 
(qualified  and  unqualified)  reaches  the  enormous  figure  of 
251  men  and  187  women.  ... 

"  We  would  welcome  any  clearly  defined  j)roposals  which 
would  reduce  that  number.  .  .  .  We  would,  however,  oppose 


any  attempt  at  raising  the  standard  of  the  Preliminary 
examination  or  the  non-acceptance  of  the  N.U.I.  Matricula- 
tion as  equivalent  to  your  examination,  as  we  consider  that 
this  is  unfair  to  the  poor  man's  son.  My  Committee  would 
welcome  an  exchange  of  views  on  the  whole  matter  of  the 
Preliminary  examination  with  your  Council  with  a  view  to 
arriving  at  some  definite  arrangement  fair  to  all.  ..." 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Fitzpatrick,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Fielding,  the  following  resolution  was  passed :  ' '  That 
the  Preliminary  examination  of  the  Society  be  suspended 
for  a  period  of  three  years  from  this  date,  and  that  all 
Regulations  to-  the  contrary  be  hereby  rescinded." 

After  further  discussion  the  following  amendment  to 
Mr.  Fitzpatrick's  motion,  proposed  by  Mr.  Parkes  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Gleeson,  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Fitz- 
patrick, and  passed  unanimously  by  the  Council:  "  That 
the  Matriculation  examination  of  the  National  University 
of  Ireland  be  accepted  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  in  lieu  of  the  Preliminary 
examination,  provided  that:  — 

(1)  A  registration  fee  of  £4  4s.  shall  be  paid. 

(2)  The  certificate  must  show  that  the  candidate  has 
passed  in  Irish,  English,  Latin,  mathematics. 

(3)  On  and  after  October  i,  1934,  candidates  must 
also  pass  in  chemistry  and  botany." 

Elections  and  Nominations 

The  following  were  elected  to  membership  of  the 
Society:  Mrs.  McCarthy,  Messrs.  D.  A.  Dolan,  F.  J.

Nominations  for  membership  were  received  on  behalf 
of  Messrs.  J.  McGrotty  and  Wm.  F.  Herlihy.

Mr.  Frank  Fawcett  (governing  director  of  Thomas 
Edmondson,  Ltd.,  chemists),  Penrith,  has  been  elected 
vice-president  of  the  local  chamber  of  trade. 

Mr.  H.  E.  Chapman,  M.P.S.,  having  passed  the 
examinations  of  the  Council  of  Legal  Education,  has  been 
published  a  barrister  of  Lincoln's  Inn.  An  outline  of

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Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 

Council  Meeting 


The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  P.A.T.A.  Council  was  held 
on  January  12,  at  the  Hotel  Russell,  London,  W.C.i,  the 
president  (Mr.  J.  Godber)  in  the  chair. 

The  President  extended  a  welcome  to  the  new  mem- 
bers, Mr.  Williams  (Francis  Newbery  &  Sons,  Ltd.)  and 
Mr.  John  Smith  (Dubhn). 

National  Union  of  Women  Teachers 

The  activities  of  this  Union  in  endeavouring  to  obtain 
from  traders  a  discount  on  goods  supplied  to  members  of 
the  Union  had  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Com- 
mittee, who  had  made  suitable  representations  to  the 
National  Union  of  Women  Teachers  itself  and  to  the 
Presidents  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. The  Council  endorsed  the  action  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Allowance  by  Retailers  on  Empty  Containers 

Complaints  had  been  received  regarding  the  practice 
adopted  by  certain  retailers  of  making  allowances  in  cash 
to  customers  returning  empty  containers  for  P.A.T.A. 
preparations.  The  Council  endorsed  the  Committee's 
recommendation  that  it  should  be  made  clear  to  retailers 
that  this  practice  is  a  form  of  price  cutting  which 
amounts  to  a  breach  of  the  Association's  rules. 

UiscouNT  TO  Nurses 

A  resolution  from  the  Devon  Branch  of  the  N.P.U. 
regarding  the  abuse  of  the  rule  by  which  10  per  cent, 
discount  is  allowed  to  trained  nurses  on  P.A.T.A.  goods 
purchased  by  them  for  their  own  use  was  considered.  It 
had  been  found  that,  in  practice,  the  discount  is  very 
generally  given  on  all  goods  purchased  by  such  nurses. 
The  Branch  had  urged  the  Council  to  take  steps  to  ensure 
that  in  the  case  of  P.A.T.A.  goods  the  discount  should 
be  confined  to  articles  required  for  the  personal  use  of 
the  nurses,  and  if  it  were  found  impossible  to  enforce 
proper  observance  of  the  rule,  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  its  rescission.  The  Council  endorsed  the  Devon 
Branch's  disapproval  of  the  abuse  referred  to. 

Staff  Requirements 

The  Council  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  policy 
adopted  by  those  members  of  the  wholesale  section  who 

have  refused  to  supply  the  staff  requirements  of  firms 
and  corporations  outside  the  drug  trade  and  have  advised 
such  applicants  to  obtain  their  requirements  from  the 
pharmacist. 

Scottish  Representation  on  the  Council 

A  request  from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Scot- 
tish Pharmaceutical  Federation  that  arrangements  be 
made  for  the  representation  of  Scottish  retail  chemists  on 
the  Council  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  that  two  seats  on  the 
Council  be  allocated  to  Scottish  retailers,  was  considered. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federa- 
tion be  reminded  that  there  is  no  provision  in  the  Con- 
stitution and  Rules  of  the  P.A.T.A.  for  territorial  repre- 
sentation on  any  section  of  the  Council,  and  that  it  is 
open  for  Scottish  retailers  to  nominate  in  the  usual  way 
candidates  for  election  to  the  Council  when  the  annual 
election  is  held. 

Election  of  President 

In  accordance  with  custom,  the  president  for  this  year 
is  nominated  by  the  wholesale  section.  The  election  of 
Mr.  W.  L.  Edwards  as  president  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
F.  J.  Smith,  who  said  he  was  sure  that  Mr.  W.  L. 
Edwards  would  maintain  and  enhance  the  dignity  and 
traditions  of  the  office.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  P.  F.  RowsELL,  supported  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Bohn,  and 
carried  unanimously  with  acclamation. 

Mr.  Edwards  took  the  chair  and  thanked  the  Council 
for  the  honour  conferred  upon  him.    In  paying  tribute  to 


the  services  rendered  to  the  Association  by  the  outgoing 
president,  Mr.  Edwards  said  that  those  who  had  worked 
with  him  realised  the  patience  and  tact  which  Mr.  Godber 
had  shown  during  the  difficult  period  when  the  new  con- 
stitution and  rules  of  the  Association  were  under  con- 
struction. In  his  opinion,  they  owed  a  great  debt  to  Mr. 
Godber  for  all  he  had  done,  and  it  was  inadequate  to  say 
that  he  retired  with  every  possible  honour.  The  favour- 
able report  of  the  Government  Committee  on  Restraint 
of  Trade  was  a  factor  which  had  influenced  the  Council 
to  put  in  hand,  last  year,  the  construction  of  a  new  set 
of  rules.  Although  it  would  not  be  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  P.A.T.A.  for  any  considerable  number  of  members, 
willingly  or  unwillingly,  to  cease  membership,  it  must  be 
clearly  understood  that  constant  and  recurring  breaches 
of  the  rules  would  not,  in  any  circumstances,  be  toler- 
ated or  overlooked.  If  the  Council  and  all  connected 
with  it  went  forward  with  a  new  enthusiasm  for  the 
Association,  they  were  bound  to  succeed,  and  if,  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  Council  had — in  the  estimation  of 
the  "cutters" — proved  itself  to  be  the  most  unpopular 
Council  that  the  P.A.T.A.  had  known,  that  fact,  he 
thought,  would  be  sufficient  reward  for  their  endeavours. 

Tribute  to  Retiring  President 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Watson,  seconded  by  Mr. 
RiDOUT  and  supported  by  Mr.  Armitage,  a  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr.  Godber  for  his  services  to 
the  Association  during  his  year  of  office. 

Mr.  Godber,  in  returning  thanks,  said  that  reference 
had  been  made  to  the  long  time  and  the  great  care  he 
and  all  associated  with  the  work  had  expended  on  the 
construction  and  discussions  of  the  new  rules.  It  had 
always  been  his  view  that  opportunity  should  be  provided 
for  the  ventilation  of  all  possible  grievances  and  objec- 
tions, because  it  was  fully  realised  that  the  new  rules 
would  constitute  a  permanent  and  not  a  temporary  in- 
strument. It  was  realised  that  in  administering  the  rules 
it  would  be  necessary  to  exercise  tact  and  forbearance, 
but  they  must  be  administered  firmly. 

Election  of  Vice-Presidents  and  Treasurer 

The  following  officers  were  elected: — Vice-Presidents: 
Manufacturers'  Section,  Dr.  J.  J.  Pilley  ;  Retail  Section. 
Mr.  N.  N.  Armitage;  Wholesale  Section,  Mr.  A.  T.  Hall. 
Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  T.  Webb. 

In  addition  to  the  president,  vice-presidents,  treasurer, 
and  chairman  of  the  P.A.T.A.  Trust  Co.,  Ltd.  (Mr.  C. 
H.  Ratcliffe),  the  following  were  elected  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee: — Mr.  J.  Godber,  Mr.  J.  D.  Bohn, 
Mr.  A.  Ridout,  Mr.  F.  J.  Smith,  Mr.  S.  Watson,  Mr. 
P.  F.  Rowsell,  Mr.  John  Keall,  and  Mr.  A.  Higgs. 

The  Council  considered  and  passed  a  series  of  resolu- 
tions instituted  by  the  coming  into  force  on  January  i 
of  the  new  rules.  They  also  reaffirmed  the  provisions  of 
the  resolutions  passed  by  the  Council  at  their  meeting  in 
April  1932,  in  connection  with  the  restriction  of  wholesale 
distribution,  the  furnishing  of  returns  by  manufacturers 
and  wholesalers  of  direct  quantity  parcels,  and  the  limi- 
tations in  respect  of  bonus  offers. 

Statement  as  to  P.A.T.A.  Conditions  on  Invoices 

The  following  resolution  was  passed:  "  That  all  mem- 
bers of  the  manufacturers'  section  and  all  wholesale  dis- 
tributors of  articles  on  the  P.A.T.A.  List  be  required  to 
state  legibly  on  the  invoices  for  P.A.T.A.  articles  sold 
by  them  that  the  goods  are  supplied  subject  to  observ- 
ance by  the  purchaser  of  the  conditions  regarding  re-sale 
laid  down  by  the  Association,  and  that  acceptance  by 
the  purchaser  of  the  goods  will  be  deemed  to  be  an 
undertaking  to  observe  the  aforementioned  conditions  of 
sale,  and  that  the  form  of  wording  to  be  used  be  one 
approved  by  the  Executive  Committee." 
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Price-Protection  Work 

THe  Secretary,  reviewing  the  price-maintenance 
work  of  the  Association  during  the  past  quarter,  said 
that  although  it  would  be  unwise  to  be  too  optimistic 
there  were  certain  definite  signs  that  the  cutting  position 
had  improved  recently  in  London  and  the  provinces. 
Many  cutters  had  been  brought  into  line,  and,  as  the 
Council  knew,  a  considerable  number  of  traders  who  had 
been  placed  on  the  Stop  List  had  consented  to  enter 
into  agreements  involving  the  payment  of  liquidated 
damages  for  breach,  as  a  condition  of  their  removal  from 
the  Stop  List.

Association  Meetings 

Cardiff. — A  meeting  of  the  Cardiff  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation and  Cardiff  and  District  Branch  was  held  on 
January  10,  Mr.  R.  Robinson  in  the  chair.  Mr.  R. 
Vernon  Lloyd,  B.Pharm.,  Ph.C.  (head  of  the  Welsh 
College  of  Pharmacy),  gave  an  interesting  address  on 
A  Survey  of  New  B.P.  There  was  a  good  attendance 
of  medical  practitioners,  pharmacists  and  students,  in- 
cluding Dr.  R.  Picken  (medical  officer  of  health).  Pro- 
fessor Collis  (Welsh  National  School  of  Medicine),  and 
Dr.  Bowen-Jones  (Ministry  of  Health).  Mr.  Lloyd  dealt 
with  the  subject  in  an  exhaustive  manner.  The  inclu- 
sion of  sterilisation,  he  said,  was  an  advance.  He  gave 
interesting  data  with  reference  to  ergot,  digitalis  and 
strophanthus,  and  emphasised  the  necessity  of  proper 
storage.  During  a  discussion  questions  were  asked  by 
Messrs.  R.  Robinson,  H.  H.  Hustjands,  A.  S.  Johnson, 
J.  Lee  Jones,  and  others. 

Edinburgh.— The    third    meeting    of    the  fifty-fifth 

session  of  tne  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistancs  and 
Apprentices  Association  was  held  on  January  13,  Mr. 
J.  J.  Blackie  (president)  in  the  chair.  In  a  communica- 
tion entitled  Odds  and  Ends  xMr.  Henry  Stout,  Ph.C, 
dealt  with  the  following  points :  — (i)  A  test  prescription 
for  ammonium  carbonate  in  solution  was  found  to  be 
deficient.  Powdered  ammonium  carbonate  had  been 
used  in  making  the  stock  mixture,  and  this  probably 
accounted  for  the  deficiency.  Tests  showed  that  the 
solution  was  practically  unctianged  at  the  end  of  twelve 
months.  The  clear  massive  crystalline  form  of 
ammonium  carbonate  should  be  used  in  dispensing. 
(2)  A  chemist  compjained  that  some  bismuth  carbonate 
must  be  wrong  because  it  did  not  effervesce  with  dilute 
mineral  acids.  The  salt  was  an  oxycarbonate.  The 
absence  of  effervescence  on  adding  an  acid  to  a  metallic 
carbonate  did  not  necessarily  prove  that  it  was  not  a 
carbonate.  {3)  A  specimen  of  glass-wool  was  exhibited 
to  illustrate  filtration  of  such  liquids  as  sulphuric  acid 
and  solutions  of  caustic  alkalis.  (4)  An  inquiry  for 
corn  silk,  it  was  explained,  had  no  reference  to  the 
malady  known  as  "  corns."  It  was  the  trade  name  for 
the  styles  and  stigmas  of  Indian  corn  or  maize  (Zea 
Mays),  a  fine  specimen  of  which  was  exhibited.  (5)  A 
specimen  of  caffeine  in  pure  white,  finely  interwoven 
needles  was  shown.  A  specimen  of  caffeine  tri-iodide  in 
black,  iridescent,  prismatic  crystals  containing  approxi- 
mately 63  per  cent,  of  iodine  was  also  shown.  The  next 
communication  was  to  have  been  a  practical  demonstra- 
tion on  Hydrogen  Ion  Concentration,  by  Mr.  A. 
Henderson,  but  the  author  was  prevented  from  attend- 
ing by  illness.  His  place  was  taken  by  Mr.  Eric  Knott, 
Ph.C,  who  gave  an  interesting  account  of  a  recent  trip 
to  Madeira,  illustrated  by  lantern  slides.  On  the 
motion  of  the  chairman  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was 
awarded  to  Messrs.  Stout  and  Knott. 

London  (N.) — The  monthly  meeting  of  the  North 
London  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  on  January 
17,  the  president  (Mr.  J.  Hearle)  in  the  chair.  After 
formal  matters  had  been  disposed  of  the  remainder  of 
the  evening  was  given  over  to  business  discussion.  The 
subjects  dealt  witli  included  new  developments  in  broken 
bulk,  price  protection,  national  advertising,  and  the 
steady  fall  from  observance  of  the  Shop  Hours  Act.

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Propaganda 

By  Michael  J.  O'Rourke,  M. P.S.I. 

SELF-PRESERVATION  is  a  primary  law  of  Nature. 
We  should  apply  it  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy, 
and  by  pharmacy  I  mean  the  compounding  of 
prescriptions  as  distinct  from  the  relabelling  of  the 
specialities  of  manufacturing  chemists.  Under  this 
heading  might  also  come  the  preparing  of  our  own 
remedies.  We  should  not  leave  all  this  work  to  the  big 
firms.  As  matters  stand  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to 
wake  up,  or  become  nonentities  as  a  body  of  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists.  Nowadays  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  is 
to  a  large  extent  a  distributor  of  proprietary  remedies. 
He  is  also  a  salesman  for  the  products  of  manufacturing 
chemists.  One  reason  for  this  unenviable  position  is  due 
to  want  of  a  propaganda  department  to  keep  the  medi- 
cal world  in  close  touch  with  us.  The  strong  position  of 
the  patent-medicine  manufacturer  is  due  to  advertising 
to  the  public  in  the  daily  Press.  The  manufacturing 
chemist  interests  the  medical  profession  by  paid  represen- 
tatives, by  literature  and  samples. 

The  chain  store  and  multiple  shop  help  to  lower  the 
flag  of  professional  pharmacy.  They  are  out  for  Big 
Business  pure  and  simple  (with  a  capital  "  3  "  in  both 
cases)  ;  nothing  else  matters.  They  forget  that  the  first 
essential  of  pharmacy,  the  handmaiden  of  medicine,  is 
service  to  the  sick.  Big  Business  with  penny  sales,  etc., 
has  given  the  public  a  wrong  idea  as  to  the  real  mean- 
ing of  the  word  "  chemist."  There  is  nothing  greater 
than  force  of  example.  We  have  it  before  us,  and  yet 
we  fail  to  apply  it  to  serve  our  own  interests.  We  do 
not  appreciate  the  power  of  propaganda,  although  we 


see  the  results  of  it  in  generous  profits  to  others.  Propa- 
ganda has  made  the  doctor  to  a  great  extent  forget  our 
true  vocation  in  life.  If  this  state  of  affairs  is  allowed  to 
go  on  much  longer,  even  we  ourselves  may  forget  it,  and 
in  thirty  years,  perhaps  less,  there  will  be  no  need  for' 
pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  no  livelihood  either. 

We  must  counteract  this  well-organised  work  against 
ourselves  before  we  are  completely  overcome.  We  must 
take  a  page  out  of  our  opponent's  book,  and  fight  this 
active  propaganda  by  similar  means.  Can  we  not  enl,ist 
the  aid  of  the  medical  profession  in  our  common  inter- 
ests? Can  we  not  invite  their  co-operation  in  getting 
back  to  B.P.  and  B.P.C.  drugs.?  This  well-organised  and 
well-directed  propaganda  is  so  necessary  that  a  new 
body  might  be  called  into  being  to  tackle  the  problem. 
This  body  could  get  to  work  and  arouse  interest.  Once 
this  has  been  done,  funds  can  be  raised.  This  work  of 
propaganda  is  vital  to  our  future  interests.  The  sooner 
it  is  begun  the  better.  Thinking  over  the  matter  will 
not  bring  us  very  far.  Talking  will  be  of  little  avail. 
Action  is  required.  Propaganda  work  on  behalf  of  phar- 
maceutical chemists  has  been  advocated  in  the  C.  &-  D. 
It  starts  with  the  public.  The  idea  is  good,  but  putting 
it  into  practice  is  a  much  bigger  proposition  than  stimu- 
lating our  own  body  or  the  medical  world.  I  believe  it 
would  be  better  to  begin  with  ourselves  and  follow  up 
with  propaganda  to  the  medical  profession.  We  should 
be  in  a  better  position  then  to  see  what  might  be  done 
with  the  public.  As  regards  the  possible  results  of  such 
propaganda  opinions  will  differ.  But  the  time  has  come 
for  this  united  action  by  chemists  as  a  body.  A  prac- 
tical suggestion  would  be  for  each  one  of  us  to  put  our 
views  before  our  local  doctors.  When  they  are  friendly 
towards  us,  it  will  prepare  the  way  for  joint  action  in  the 
future. 


Staff  Welfare 


The  interest  taken  by  Cussons,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  per- 
fumery manufacturers,  in  the  welfare  of  their  employees 
is  reflected  in  the  spacious  hall  which  has  recently  been 
opened  at  the  Kersal  Vale  Works,  Manchester.  This 
building  (150  ft.  by  75  ft.)  has  a  modern  kitchen,  equip- 
ment, and  a  permanent  staff  capable  of  serving  the  needs 
of  between  600  and  700  persons  at  each  meal  time.  But 
it  is  much  more  than  a  dining  hall — it  is  adequate  for 
all  the  social  functions  of  the  company's  r,ooo  employees. 
It  has  been  designed,  built  and  decorated  by  their  own 
staff  and  is  the  centre  of  the  social  life  of  the  employees. 


Theatrical  and  musical  societies  have  been  formed  in 
addition  to  cookery,  dressmaking,  physical  culture  and 
dancing  classes.  The  hall  has  a  well  equipped  stage  with 
ample  dressing  rooms  on  either  side.  The  specially- 
prepared  floor  is  ideal  for  dancing,  and  when  the 
orchestra  is  not  available,  entertainment  is  provided  by 
a  radio-gramophone  and  piano.  Opening  off  the  main 
hall  are  many  other  rooms  such  as  a  smoke  room  and 
well-stocked  library,  a  sewing  room  equipped  with  the 
latest  machines,  and  a  dark  room,  whilst  a  little  shop  at 
one  end  of  the  hall  is  open  for  sweets  and  tobacco.

Notes  on  a  lecture  delivered  before  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  on  January  1  1 ,  by 
Mr.  E.  Gabriel  Jones,  M.Sc,  F.I.C.,  deputy  city  analyst  and  chairman  of  the  Liverpool  section 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  and  followed  by  discussion 


THE  appointment  of  public  analysts  was  found  to 
be  necessary  owing  to  the  gross  adulteration  of 
foods  and  drugs  which  was  common  less  than 
loo  years  ago  ;  and  although  attempts  were  made  to 
suppress  this  evil  by  legislation,  it  was  not  until  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  1875  became  operative  that 
there  was  much  improvement.  By  that  Act,  local 
authorities  were  compelled  to  appoint  public  analysts,  in 
some  cases  much  against  their  will,  sampling  officers  were 
arranged  lor,  offences  were  defined  and  penalties  fixed. 
The  law  was  amended  and  extended  by  further  Acts  in 
1879  and  1899,  and  there  were  others  ;  all  of  these  have 
been  consolidated  in  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration) 
Act,  1928,  while  there  have  also  been  brought  into  force 
enactments  dealing  with  artificial  cream,  condensed  milk, 
dried  milk,  and  preservatives  and  colouring  matters  in 
foods. 

Although  some  local  authorities  showed  reluctance  to 
enforce  the  law  at  first,  events  proved  the  necessity  for 
it,  and  a  striking  example  was  furnished  by  the  outbreak 
of  arsenical  poisoning  due  to  beer.  The  proper  admini- 
stration of  the  Acts  has  also  been  hampered  at  times  by 
the  attempts  which  have  sometimes  been  made  to  carry 
out  the  work  at  a  cost  which  made  it  impossible  to  do 
it  efficiently.  In  the  case  of  certain  kinds  of  samples  not 
much  time  is  required  provided  they  are  manifestly 
genuine,  but  when  an  adulterated  food  or  drug  is 
encountered  the  position  is  very  different.  It  must 
be  remembered,  too,  that  when  wilful  adulteration  is 
practised,  it  is  not  of  the  gross  character  met  with 
in  days  of  old,  but  is  more  often  of  a  very  subtle 
nature,  necessitating  long  and  laborious  work  on  the 
part  of  the  analyst.  Public  analysts  have  advant- 
ages in  one  respect  which  formerly  used  to  be  lack- 
ing, in  the  fact  that  many  important  firms  manu- 
facturing food  products  and  medicinal  preparations  now 
have  their  own  scientific  staffs,  whose  duty  it  is  to  ensure 
the  purity  of  the  materials  used  and  who  in  many  cases 
carry  out  and  publish  researches  which  are  of  great 
assistance  to  the  chemical  profession  generally.  For  the 
ordinary  manufacturer  and  trader  is  as  anxious  as  the 
local  authority,  sometimes  more  so,  to  put  down  illegal 
practices  and  to  eliminate  the  use  of  impure  materials. 
During  1932,  the  number  of  samples  taken  and  analysed 
under  the  Acts  for  Liverpool  was  well  over  8,000,  of 
which  295  were  found  to  be  adulterated  or  not  up  to 
standard,  the  percentage  being  3.6.  Over  4,000  of  these 
were  of  milk,  the  amount  of  adulteration  in  these  being 
4.9  per  cent.;  105  drugs  and  medicines  were  analysed, 
and  all  were  genuine. 

Interesting  Examples 

Among  interesting  examples  of  adulteration  found  in 
the  past  thirty  years,  mention  should  be  made  of  ground 
rice  and  ground  olive  stones  in  white  pepper,  the  latter 
being  first  detected  in  this  country  by  Professor  Camp- 
bell Brown,  then  public  analyst  for  Liverpool  and  other 
places;  of  "spent  ginger"  substituted  for  the  genuine 
article  ;  of  cocoa  bean  shell  added  to  ground  cocoa  ;  of 
so-called  "  British  Brandy  "  made  from  patent  still 
spirit.  It  has  sometimes  been  alleged  that  cheap  wines 
and  spirits  are  sold  containing  methylated  spirits,  but 
there  seems  to  be  little  if  any  evidence  of  this. 

In  the  case  of  some  foodstuffs  there  is  considerable 
difference  of  opinion  as  to  what  the  composition  should 
be,  and  the  position  is  not  at  all  satisfactory  either  to 
the  consumer  or  the  manufacturer.  The  High  Court  has 
held  that  where  there  is  no  standard  the  magistrates  must 
fix  one  for  themselves  on  the  evidence,  but  this 
must  generally  entail  much  expense.  An  instance  in 
which  a  standard  has  been  so  fixed  and  is  generally 
adopted  is  in  the  case  of  sausages,  the  50  per  cent,  of 


meat  required  as  a  minimum  being  based  upon  a  war- 
time emergency  order. 

Of  adulterants  in  drugs  formerly  noticed,  mention  may 
be  made  of  ground  olive  stones  in  compound  liquorice 
powder,  derived  from  adulterated  ground  liquorice  root, 
"cream  powder,"  composed  of  calcium  acid  phosphate 
and  starch  (substituted  for  cream  of  tartar),  tartaric  acid 
sold  as  citric  acid.  Gregory's  powder  has  often  had  to 
be  reported  against  on  account  of  the  presence  of  car- 
bonate of  magnesia  replacing  in  part  the  oxide  ;  however, 
the  1932  British  Pharmacopoeia  has  changed  the  com- 
position. Another  feature  of  the  new  B.P.  which  is  to 
be  welcomed  is  the  emphasis  laid  on  the  necessity  for  the 
storage  of  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  in  a  cool  place,  pro- 
tected from  light. 

Other  instances  of  adulteration  of  drugs  are  glycerin 
containing  glucose  syrup,  camphorated  oil  made  with 
mineral  oil,  and  turpentine  containing  petroleum  spirit. ' 
Recently  a  penalty  has  been  inflicted  for  the  sale  of 
sherry  containing  less  than  16  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  the 
minimum  strength  according  to  the  1914  B.P.  In  those 
instances  where  a  material  has  other  uses  besides  being 
a  drug,  it  has  been  held  by  the  High  Court  that  it  is  a 
question  of  fact  to  be  decided  by  the  magistrates  in  each 
case  whether  the  article  is  a  drug  or  not.  In  cases 
where  medicinal  preparations  whiclt  are  not  in  the  B.P. 
(or  B.P.C.)  are  sold  deficient  in  some  essential  ingre- 
dient, there  is  usually  greater  doubt  as  to  whether  they 
can  be  described  as  infringing  the  law.  Sometimes  the 
statements  on  labels  are  misleading,  though  worded  in 
such  a  way  as  to  protect  the  seller  ;  if  the  purchaser  of 
a  food  or  drug  is  so  victimised  and  the  law  does  not  pro- 
tect him,  then  the  law  needs  to  be  altered.  Before  the 
1928  Act  was  passed  there  were  great  hopes  that  some 
improvement  would  be  brought  about  in  this  direction  ; 
but  the  outcome  was  merely  a  consolidation  Act  which 
prolonged  for  a  further  period  the  existing  shortcomings, 
and  when,  in  response  to  pressure  from  the  Society  of 
Public  Analysts  and  others,  a  Departmental  Committee 
was  set  up  to  consider  what  changes  were  necessary,  it 
was  swept  away  at  the  first  mention  of  a  "  national 
emergency." 

The  growth  of  advertising  in  recent  years  has  led  to  a 
great  deal  of  misdescription  and  to  extravagant  claims 
being  made  which  would  be  impossible  to  justify  ;  it  has 
been  suggested  that  advertisements  might  be  read  as 
equivalent  to  labels  on  the  articles,  provided  we  had  the 
legal  power  to  bring  this  into  effect  and  provided  also 
that  the  world  "  wilfully  "  were  deleted  from  Section  30 
of  the  1928  Act. 

Discussion 

The  Chairman  (Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones),  in  opening 
the  discussion,  said  it  did  seem  as  if  the  world  was 
getting  better  when  out  of  8,000  samples  analysed  rela- 
tively few  were  found  to  be  wrong.  The  fact  that  out 
of  105  drugs  analysed  not  a  single  one  was  wrong  spoke 
volumes  for  pharmacists.

Mr.  John  Rae  (secretary),  in  seconding,  expressed  the 
view  that  they  were  being  a  little  high-brow  nowadays 
in  condemning  the  use  of  a  good  many  harmless  preser- 
vatives. It  would  be  better,  for  instance,  for  people  in 
the  poorer  districts  who  now  ate  bacon  when  slightly 
"  off  "  to  have  an  article  of  food  which  would  be  per- 
fectly wholesome  if  a  little  preservative  had  been  used.

While  most  of  the  branches  comprising  the  chemical 
and  allied  trades  have  escaped  the  full  force  of  the 
sweeping  tide  of  uneconomic  sales  prices  of  the  past 
two  years,  the  markets  dealing  in  natural  products, 
particularly  crude  drugs  and,  to  a  lesser  extent, 
essential  oils,  have  not  been  so  fortunate.  The 
quoted  spot  market  values  of  quite  a  number  of 
these  conrmodities  are  now  at  such  a  level  that  the 
ultimate  net  return  to  the  producers  not  only  probably 
leaves  them  without  a  profit,  but  possibly  involves 
them  in  a  loss.  This  problem  seems  to  be  more 
acute  in  the  case  of  natural  products  than  where 
manufactured  goods  are  concerned,  and  is,  there  is 
little  doubt,  due  partly  to  continued  under-consump- 
tion  and  consequent  accumulation  of  stocks.  Whether 
it  be  metals,  cereals,  oils,  sugar,  tea,  rubber  or  any 
of  the  other  leading  natural  products  which  are  the 
basic  raw  materials  and  commodities  of  industry 
and  commerce,  they  are,  with  hardly  an  exception, 
quoted  at  prices  which  seem  to  be  thoroughly  un- 
economic. And  so,  in  the  same  way,  are  the  less 
important  products  of  the  crude  drugs  and  essential 
oils  markets  affected.  The  old  rule,  which  for  so 
many  years  proved  to  be  sound,  that  the  market 
value  of  a  product  was  not  less  than  its  normal  cost 
of  production,  has  been  completely  upset,  and  it  has 
not  been  replaced  by  any  other  principle  which  can 
be  accepted  as  a  safe  guide  to  prudent  selling  or 
buying.  In  the  past,  almost  any  general  market 
commodity  was  cheap  and  worth  buying  at  a  price 
below  a  definite  figure.  Until  recently  what  seemed 
very  cheap  one  week  was  found  to  be  dear  in 
comparison  with  prevailing  prices  a  week  or  two 
later. 

Crop  Restriction 

With  the  poor  financial  results  of  the  last  few  years 
producers  have  reduced  their  output  of  many  commo- 
dities in  the  two  markets.  The  gathering  of  wild  or 
semi-cultivated  crops  has  been  curtailed,  sometimes 
not  even  paying  for  the  cost  of  native  labour.  In  the 
cases  of  the  fuUy  cultivated  crops,  reports  continue 
to  come  to  hand  to  the  effect  that  growers  have  in 
many  instances  been  ploughing  in  a  proportion  of 
their  acreage,  and  in  other  ways  restricting  their 
output.  During  the  past  six  months  information 
from  sources  of  origin  in  various  parts  of  the  world 
have  been  received  indicating  that  surplus  stocks  are 
being  cleared  and  that  future  production  will  not 
be  excessive.  Quite  recently  market  values  of  some 
few  products  have  advanced  sharply,  owing  to 
shortage.  The  products  in  question  have  been  of 
minor  importance,  but  they  may  be  taken  as  a 
warning  of  what  may  happen  in  other  directions. 
If  the  current  spot  values  of  a  number  of  com- 
modities in  the  crude  drug  and  essential  oil  markets 
are  taken,  some  of  which  are  Uable  to  import  duty 


and  on  which  the  foreign  seller  loses  on  exchange 
rates,  it  will  be  recognised  that  the  actual  net  returns 
to  the  producers  are  unsatisfactory.  The  spot 
values  of  these  products,  on  average,  are  today 
appreciably  less  than  those  ruling  at  the  time  we 
were  on  the  gold  standard  and  before  the  operation 
of  the  ten  per  cent,  general  import  duty.  The  natural 
reaction  to  such  conditions  is  for  growers  and  pro- 
ducers to  go  on  cutting  down  their  acreage  and 
output. 

Basis  of  Value 

Buyers  have  become  accustomed  to  purchasing 
on  a  falling  market.  It  has  been  so  unusual  for 
prices  to  advance  and  so  usual  for  them  to  decline 
that  the  former  par  values  have  been  lost  sight  of. 
Cost  of  production  must,  however,  sooner  or  later  be 
the  basis  of  sales  prices ;  and  it  will  not  be  surprising, 
now  that  many  markets  are  not  likely  to  be  so  badly 
overloaded,  if  prices  of  many  crude  drugs  and  some 
essential  oils  continue  to  move  up  from  their  recent 
low  levels.  Already  there  are  a  number  of  products 
that  appear  to  have  reached  their  lowest  known 
sales  prices  and  are  now  recovering.  There  is  little 
fear  of  artificial  inflation  of  values ;  but,  given 
normal  conditions,  it  seems  reasonable  to  expect  that, 
after  some  two  years  of  almost  continual  depression, 
and  now  that  the  effect  of  the  restriction  of  crops 
and  the  limitation  of  output  is  beginning  to  be 
reflected  in  the  markets,  values  are  likely  steadily  to 
appreciate  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Some  Fourteenth-Century  Medicaments 

The  brief  and  inconclusive  expedition  of  Edward 
II  of  England  against  the  King  of  Scotland  in  1322 
is  represented  in  the  Public  Record  Office  by  only 
two  documents — one  a  pay  sheet  of  the  men-at-arms 
at  Leith,  and  the  other  a  list  of  "  medicinalia  "  pro- 
vided by  Master  Stephen  of  Paris,  the  Enghsh  king's 
surgeon.  This  list  is  written  on  one  side  of  a  sheet  of 
paper  measuring  about  15!  inches  by  6^  inches;  on  the 
back  of  the  sheet  is  an  endorsement  with  the  amount, 
3s.  gd.,  entered  in  two  places.  The  amount  is  made 
up  by  the  addition  of  5s.  gd.,  the  cost  of  the  various 
items,  and  38s. ,  the  cost  of  carriage  from  London  to 
Newcastle  by  land,  thence  to  Edinburgh  "  in  Scocia  " 
by  water,  and  thence  to  Halyeland,  where  it  was  de- 
livered in  the  King's  "  camera."  The  list  comprises  thirty 
medicaments,  each  priced  after  the  manner  of  a  modern 
invoice.    It  commences  thus:  —

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De  Minimis 

Notes  on  a  lecture  delivered  before  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists,  on  January  18, 
by  Mr.  Wilfred  Trotter,  M.S.,  F.R.C.S.,  F.R.S.,  Surgeon  to  the  University  College  Hospital 


THE  familiar  saying  from  which  I  have  talien  my 
title  and  my  text  tells  us  that  the  law  does  not 
concern  itself  with  very  small  matters — de  mini- 
mis nnn  curat  lex.  If  this  aphorism  gives  an  authentic 
glimpse  of  the  legal  mind,  it  tells  us  also  that  that  enig- 
matic organ  differs  sharply  in  at  least  one  particular  from 
the  mind  of  science.  For  it  is  characteristic  of  science 
not  to  value  things  by  their  size  or  according  to  their 
apparent  importance  in  the  eye  of  common  sense.  The 
scientific  world  is  a  democracy  of  facts  where  the  inhabi- 
tants are  of  equal  standing  and  there  is  no  table  of  pre- 
cedence. Indeed,  the  progress  of  knowledge  has  been  in 
great  part  the  discovery  of  the  importance  of  small  things 
and  the  exaltation  of  the  insignificant.  The  great  develop- 
ment of  the  medical  sciences  in  the  last  sixty  years  has 
got  most  of  its  strength  from  such  a  continued  revelation 
of  the  minute.  At  its  beginning  was  the  demonstration 
of  the  meaning  of  bacteria  in  disease,  about  its  middle 
the  discovery  of  the  vitamins,  in  its  recent  stages  the 
study  of  the  viruses.  All  these  have  been  concerned  with 
things  or  substances  of  which  the  effective  action  has 
been  in  spite  of  sizes  or  amounts  excessively  small.  The 
theory  of  microbic  disease  displaced  supposed  causes  of 
what  we  may  call  naked  eye  size — cold  and  wet,  damps, 
miasmas  and  infected  airs.  For  them  it  substituted 
bodies  at  that  time  almost  inconceivably  small — the  veri- 
table minims  of  nature.  I  use  that  term,  "minims  of 
nature"  to  express  the  smallest  imaginable  dose  of  life, 
not  only  because  in  that  sense  it  has  good  authority  be- 
hind it — no  less  for  example  than  that  of  John  Milton — 
but  because  in  this  company  it  must  come  to  our  ears 
with  a  homely  sound.  Perhaps  we  may  regret  that  the 
pioneers  of  bacteriology  did  not  revive  it  instead  of  in- 
venting in  1878  the  term  microbe  out  of  misused  Greek. 
If  they  had  been  content  with  established  English  a  plea- 
sant link  would  have  been  left  between  the  language  of 
pharmacy  and  that  of  pathology.  We  might  well  also 
have  been  grateful  to  be  able  to  speak  of  the  viruses  as 
"  minims  of  nature  "  when  we  learn  that  there  are  among 
them  living  particulate  and  formidable  agents  so  small  as 
to  surpass  by  little  the  individual  m.olecules  of  haemoglo- 
bin . 

The  theory  of  deficiency  disease  introduced  to  path- 
ology a  principle  as  wholly  new  as  did  the  microbe.  Like 
that  it  involved  an  immense  change  of  scale  and  the 
demonstration  that  what  might  be  called  the  naked  eye 
view  of  the  constituents  of  the  living  body  was  inade- 
quate. But  the  new  principle  was  of  a  different  kind 
from  that  necessary  to  found  bacteriology.  No  pursuit 
of  the  old  climatic  and  sanitarian  theories  of  disease  with 
ivhatever  thoroughness  could  ever  have  led  to  the  doc- 
trine of  microbic  pathology  without  the  revolutionary 
inquiries  of  Pasteur  which  disclosed  an  unsuspected  mode 
of  existence.  On  the  other  hand,  dietetics  failed  to  dis- 
close the  vitamins  because  inquiries  had  not  been  exact 
and  exhaustive  enough.  The  problem  of  the  vitamins 
was  in  fact  a  residuary  problem.  The  dietetic  field  had 
been  harvested  and  even  gleaned  except  for  what  seemed 
a  few  inconspicuous  remnants  that  for  a  long  time  it  was 
agreed  to  ignore.  Yet  it  was  these  very  residues  that 
were  to  yield  the  richest  harvest  of  all.  This  peculiarity 
makes  the  solution  of  the  vitamin  problem  of  special 
interest  to  the  student  of  scientific  method.  It  is  there- 
fore as  the  leading  recent  case  of  a  problem  of  the  resi- 
duary type  that  I  have  reminded  you  of  it,  for  I  propose 
to  call  your  attention  in  some  little  detail  to  that  class  of 
problem  and  its  significance  for  the  theory  of  method. 

The  economic  value  of  working  over  rejected  residues 
has  often  been  proved  by  the  mining  engineer  and  the 
metallurgist ;  similarly  the  need  for  vigilance  in  securing 
complete  exhaustion  of  raw  materials  has  shown  its  value 
to  the  chemist  and  the  pharmacist.  These  lessons  may 
usefully  serve  as  metaphorical  injunctions  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  scientific  research  itself.    Time  after  time  it  has 


been  shown  in  the  latter  activity  that  the  humblest 
residual  phenomena  have  concealed  great  secrets.  In 
order  to  give  this  point  all  the  salience  I  can,  I  shall  go 
outside  the  field  of  medicine,  and  even  of  the  biological 
sciences,  to  that  of  inorganic  chemistry,  and  shall  venture 
to  recall  to  you  the  familiar  and  even  hackneyed  story 
of  the  finding  of  argon  and  the  other  inert  gases  of  the 
air. 

II 

In  the  last  quarter  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  study 
of  the  elementary  gases  was  being  pursued  in  England 
with  much  activity.  Among  those  who  were  thus  en- 
gaged we  chiefly  remember  to-day  the  names  of  Priestley, 
Watt,  Black,  and  Cavendish.  Of  these  Henry  Cavendish 
was  perhaps  the  ablest  investigator  as  he  was  certainly 
the  most  extraordinary  man.  He  was  a  millionaire  and 
grandson  of  a  duke  ;  yet  his  mode  of  life  was  hermit-like 
and  spartan,  his  manner  shy  to  the  extent  of  oddity,  and 
though  he  was  a  great  experimenter  the  publication  of 
his  researches  was  notably  careless  and  hesitating.  This 
last  characteristic  left  his  reputation  for  long  far  below 
his  merits,  but  to  give  a  measure  of  his  real  quality  we 
need  only  recall  that  he  was  the  first  to  demonstrate  the 
constitution  of  water  by  hydrogen  and  oxygen  and  its 
synthesis  from  those  elements. 

Sometime  before  1785  Cavendish  was  studying  the 
separation  of  nitrogen  from  the  air.  He  used  the  method 
of  passing  a  stream  of  electric  sparks  through  a  glass  tube 
containing  air  mixed  with  excess,  of  oxygen.  The  nitro- 
gen and  oxygen  combined  to  form  an  oxide  of  nitrogen 
which  was  absorbed  by  a  solution  of  caustic  potash,  while 
the  oxygen  was  removed  by  another  absorbent.  When, 
therefore,  the  process  was  complete  and  all  the  nitrogen 
oxidised,  his  tube  should  have  been  empty  of  any  gas. 
But  the  result  was  different  and  I  will  quote  his  descrip- 
tion of  it,  using  however  the  modern  terms  for  the  gases 
concerned.  After  these  processes  he  says  "  a  small 
bubble  of  air  remained  unabsorbed  which  was  certainly 
not  more  than  i-i20th  of  the  [nitrogen]  let  up  the  tube. 
So  that  if  there  is  any  part  of  the  [nitrogen]  of  our 
atmosphere  which  differs  from  the  rest  and  cannot  be 
reduced  to  nitrous  acid  we  may  safely  conclude  that  it 
is  not  more  than  i-i2oth  part  of  the  whole."  That 
bubble,  of  course,  was  argon.  Cavendish  had  seen  it, 
but  argon  remained  undiscovered.  If  curiosity  was 
aroused  at  any  time  during  the  next  century  by  this 
ambiguous  residue  in  Cavendish's  eudiometer,  it  has  left 
no  record;  and  we  may  be  sure  that  any  questionings  were 
invariably  stilled  by  the  comfortable  assumption  of 
experimental  error. 

Ill 

It  was  over  a  hundred  years  later,  in  the  last  decade 
of  the  nineteenth  century,  that  the  meaning  of  this 
residue  was  explained,  but  the  residue  itself  had  first  to 
be  rediscovered  by  a  wholly  different  line  of  approach. 
Chiefly  owing  to  the  work  of  Cavendish  and  his  con- 
temporaries, inorganic  chemistry  had  experienced  a 
continuous  and  successful  development;  but  it  had  now 
fallen,  as  those  of  us  who  were  students  then  can  well 
remember,  on  rather  hard  times.  It  had  reached  one 
of  the  flat  periods  to  which  all  purely  experimental 
sciences  seem  to  be  subject.  The  inspiration  derived 
from  its  founders  after  burning  brilliantly  for  so  long 
was  dying  down.  Ideas  were  few  and — an  even  more 
ominous  sign — were  apt  when  they  were  all  speculative 
to  be  deprecated  in  the  name  of  science.  This  dread  of 
speculation,  and  the  disguise  of  it  as  scientific  austerity, 
are  characteristic  symptoms  shown  by  an  experimental 
science  when  its  life  is  running  thin.  Such  phenomena 
were,  for  example,  apt  to  appear  in  the  discussion  of 
one  of  the  few  speculative  conceptions  that  had  found 
any  kind  of  currency  among  chemists — the  once  famous 
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"  Prout's  hypothesis."  William  Prout,  it  may  be  of 
interest  to  recall  here,  was  a  doctor  as  well  as  a  chemist, 
and  the  discoverer  of  the  presence  of  free  hydrochloric 
acid  in  the  gastric  juice.  As  early  as  1815  he  enunciated 
the  view  that  there  must  be  a  simple  numerical  relation 
between  the  atomic  weights  of  hydrogen  and  the  other 
elements,  and  that  hydrogen  was  a  sort  of  elementary 
sufistaiice  that  in  some  way  entered  into  the  composition 
of  the  others.  Even  on  the  evidence  then  to  be  reckoned 
with,  this  was  a  sensible  and  not  very  recondite  guess, 
but  in  the  next  seventy  or  eighty  years  it  produced  from 
time  to  time  a  surprising  amount  of  indignant  criticism. 
It  mu.st,  of  course,  be  admitted  that  to  those  who  had 
comfortably  settled  down  to  the  view  that  each  element 
is  made  up  of  irreducible  indivisible  billiard  balls  of  a 
special  kind,  it  was  an  irritating  and  repulsive  dose.  By 
them  it  was  naturally  criticised  as  a  flighty  departure 
from  scientific  rectitude,  and  I  can  well  remember  the 
feeling  some  of  my  teachers  gave  me  that  it  was  a  little 
disreputable  even  to  entertain  such  an  idea.  Yet  it  was 
true;  and  it  gave  the  hint  that  was  to  begin  an  energetic 
revival  and  extension  of  inorganic  chemistry. 

The  hint  was  taken  by  a  man  whose  personality 
(fortunately  preserved  tor  us  by  his  son  in  a  notably 
graphic  memoir)  would  in  itself  justify  the  recall  of  the 
events  that  ensued.  The  third  Lord  Rayleigh  was  born 
into  a  family  of  country  squires  and  landowners,  and  in 
many  respects  was  thoroughly  representative  of  his 
class.  He  was  as  strong  a  Conservative,  as  sound  a 
church-goer  and  as  firm  an  upholder  of  the  established 
order  as  his  position  and  convictions  demanded.  He 
was  brought  up  among  the  assumptions  of  a  world 
which  seemed  to  itself  endowed  and  established  for- 
ever, and  which  is  still  indestructibly  preserved  for  us 
in  the  annals  of  Middlemarch  and  Barchester.  The  main 
physical  circumstance  of  his  youth  was  the  profound 
security  of  rural  England,  where  the  mild  landscape 
and  the  deeply  rooted  village  looked  humbly  to  the 
Great  House  standing  side  by  side  with  the  church. 
Experience  shows  that  a  type  and  an  environment  such 
as  this  are  not  among  the  richer  sources  of  our  scientific 
masters.  But  they  permitted  Rayleigh,  as  they  had 
permitted  Henry  Cavendish,  to  become  one  of  the  lead- 
ing physical  investigators  of  his  day  ;  and  they  perhaps 
reinforced,  in  the  case  of  Rayleigh,  the  caution,  the 
patience  and  the  stable  judgment  in  which  he  con- 
spicuously excelled. 

It  was  these  last  gifts  that  were  to  be  of  decisive 
value  when,  in  1882,  he  yielded,  as  many  physicists  had 
done  before,  to  the  siren  song  of  Prout's  hypothesis, 
and  made  up  his  mind  to  decide  once  for  all  whether, 
if  every  precaution  that  even  his  patience  could  suggest 
were  taken,  it  might  not  be  possible  to  show  that  a 
simple  arithmetical  relation  did  obtain  between  the 
atomic  weight  of  hydrogen  and  those  of  the  other 
elementary  gases.  This  involved  the  weighing  of  these 
gases  under  exact  conditions,  and  was,  of  course,  an 
enormously  laborious  task.  After  some  years  the  work 
on  hydrogen  and  oxygen  was  completed,  but  though  it 
failed  to  bring  the  atomic  weight  of  the  latter  nearer 
to  the  hoped  for  16  than  15.882,  we  find  him  in  1892 
at  work  on  nitrogen,  which  had  promised  to  be 
technically  a  less  arduous  affair.  Things  went  well  with 
this,  and  he  was  comparatively  soon  in  possession  of  a 
stable  weight  for  the  gas  that  satisfied  his  exacting 
standards.  He  might  well  have  supposed  his  task  was 
done,  but  in  fact  he  was  innocently  approaching  its 
crisis.  He  had  been  weighing  nitrogen  got  from  air, 
and  therefore,  as  we  now  know,  mixed  with  the  heavier 
argon.  This  would  be  discovered  only  if  the  weight 
obtained  were  compared  with  the  weight  of  nitrogen  got 
from  chemical  decomposition,  and  therefore  free  from 
argon.  He  stood  thus  at  the  parting  of  two  courses  of 
infinitely  different  significance.  A  good  and  consistent 
series  of  weights  had  been  obtained  ;  any  man  might 
have  been  satisfied  with  such  a  result.  Down  that  road 
lay  a  moderate  satisfaction  and  relief  from  a  long  and 
inexpressibly  tedious  research,  but  nothing  else.  He 
might,  on  the  other  hand,  decide  that  he  must  confirm 
his  results  by  work  on  nitrogen  got  from  another  source 
than  air.  Down  that  road,  all  unsuspected,  lay  heavy 
labours  and  anxieties,  but  also  lay  the  finding  of  argon 
and  consequences  beyond  any  dream.     There  cannot 


have  been  many  more  critical  moments  in  the  history 
of  science. 

IV 

It  is  a  natural  impulse  of  historians  to  make  a  good 
deal  of  what  are  called  the  turning  points  of  history.  At 
these  nodes  in  the  story  of  the  past  there  is  apt  to  be  a 
concentration  of  issues  on  a  single  hour  or  on  a  single 
man,  an  intensification  of  meaning  that  gives  dignity 
even  to  the  trivial,  a  heightened  illusion  of  freewill  in 
the  actors.  All  these  combine  to  endow  the  vague  his- 
toric plungings  of  mankind  with  an  air  of  design  and 
ajsthetic  structure,  so  that  it  is  but  a  poor  historian  who 
does  not  make  an  effective  scene  of  Caesar  at  the  Rubicon, 
or  Charles  Edward  at  Derby.  The  history  of  knowledge 
has  not  been  much  recognised  as  yielding  moments  of  an 
equal  intensity,  perhaps  because  its  high  occasions  are 
undecorated  by  trumpet  or  banner,  and  call  to  mind  no 
sound  of  marching  feet.  But  to  the  ear  in  tune  with  the 
finer  vibrations  of  reality,  science  has  had  its  crises  which 
give  a  not  less  authentic  thrill,  and  this  was  one  of  them. 
We  watch  Rayleigh  at  this  turning  point  in  the  history 
of  knowledge  with  a  confidence  that  is  derived  from  our 
knowledge  of  his  character  as  much  as  from  our  know- 
ledge of  the  sequel.  His  caution  and  patience  and  judg- 
ment now  had  their  unique  opportunity  He  decided 
that  nitrogen  prepared  from  chemical  combination  must 
also  be  weighed  to  confirm  the  weight  obtained  from 
atmospheric  nitrogens,  and  he  was  soon  brought  up 
against  a  clear  and  unshakeable  discrepancy  between  the 
two  results  ;  the  chemical  nitrogen  was  per  cent,  lighter 
than  the  atmospheric  nitrogen.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
follow  the  steps  of  the  toilsome  research  by  which  it  was 
proved  that  the  excess  weight  of  the  atmospheric  nitrogen 
was  due  to  mixture  with  an  unknown  constituent  of  the 
air.  At  the  end  it  became  clear  that  this  unknown  gas 
was  the  "  small  bubble  of  air  "  which  had  "  remained 
unabsorbed  "  in  Henry  Cavendish's  eudiometer,  and 
whose  enigmatic  presence  had  stood  in  the  background  of 
chemistry  inviting  curiosity  in  vain  for  over  a  hundred 
years.  It  was  composed  of  the  inertest  substance  in  the 
physical  world.  In  the  intellectual  world,  however,  it 
produced  a  veritable  series  of  explosions.  Argon  led  to 
helium  and  neon  ;  helium  pointed  the  way  to  the  mode 
of  disintegration  of  the  radio-active  atom,  neon  to 
isotopes  and  the  meaning  of  the  periodic  succession  of  the 
elements.  It  is,  therefore,  no  departure  from  rational 
moderation  to  say  that  this  historic  "  bubble  of  air  " 
was  one  of  the  most  pregnant  residues  in  the  whole 
history  of  chemical  analysis. 

Whatever  intrinsic  interest  this  old  story  may  possess, 
and  even  if  I  could  have  been  sure  that  any  would 
survive  my  recital,  I  should  not  have  ventured  to  tell  it 
except  as  a  classical  illustration  of  the  significance  of 
residuary  phenomena  in  the  history  of  science.  That 
general  lesson  must  surely  provoke  us  to  ask  what  appli- 
cation of  it  we  can  make  in  the  departments  of  know- 
ledge with  which  we  are  more  specially  concerned.  I 
propose,  therefore,  to  consider  briefly  certain  aspects  of 
medicine  to  which  it  may  be  relevant. 

V 

The  fundamental  activity  of  medical  science  is  to  deter- 
mine the  ultimate  causation  of  disease.  That  statement 
sounds  like  a  complete  commonplace  and  should  be  one. 
We  may  perhaps,  however,  feel  some  doubt  whether  we 
all  of  us  keep  it  in  mind  as  clearly  as  we  might.  The 
brilliancy  and  the  practical  value  of  the  great  discoveries 
that  have  elucidated  the  processes  of  disease  tend  a  little 
to  obscure  the  fact  that  many  of  them  tell  us  nothing 
about  ultimate  causation.  Thus  we  are  apt  to  speak  of 
the  treatment  of  myxoedema  by  thyroid  extract  or  the 
treatment  of  diabetes  by  insulin  as  if  the  primary  patho- 
logical state  were  affected  by  these  remedies  instead  of 
being  merely  compensated  for.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
when  we  come  to  survey  more  attentivelv  the  general 
state  of  medical  science  we  cannot  but  be  struck  by  the 
slight  extent  to  which  much  recent  progress — as,  for  ex- 
ample, that  on  the  relation  of  internal  secretion  to  the 
production  of  symptoms — has  enlightened  us  in  the 
matter  of  ultimate  causes.  A  great  deal  of  this  work, 
though  of  course  of  the  greatest  value,  has  been  on  what 
we  may  call  the  physiological  level  and  has  scarcely 
penetrated  to  fundamental  pathology.

It  may  be  interesting,  therefore,  to  glance  over  in  a 
summary  way  the  actual  situation  as  regards  our  know- 
ledge of  the  causation  of  disease.    At  present  we  can 
enumerate  only  six  agents  of  disease :  — 
Injury  Poisoning 
Malformation  Parasitic  infection 

Defect  of  diet  Neoplasm 

Of  these  it  will  be  noticed  that  two — malformation 
and  neoplasm — are  not  to  be  regarded  as  primary  in  a 
strict  sense,  since  in  time  they  will  almost  certainly  be 
resolved  into  other  factors.  Setting  aside,  therefore,  the 
pathological  phenomena  deriving  from  these  two,  we  may 
say  that  we  have  for  the  explanation  of  the  whole  of  the 
rest  of  disease  only  four  principles — injury,  defect  of 
diet,  poisoning  and  parasitic  infection.  Let  us  now  ap- 
proach the  situation  from  another  aspect.  The  diseases 
known  to  us  fall  into  three  groups ;  first,  those  that  can 
be  assigned  with  certainty  to  one  of  the  fovir  causes  we 
have  enumerated  ;  secondly,  those  which  have  been 
assigned  with  more  or  less  probability  to  one  of  these  ; 
and,  thirdly,  those  of  which  the  cause  is  unknown.  The 
rate  at  which  fresh  diseases  pass  over  from  the  third 
group  to  the  first,  and  are  found  to  be  due  to  one  of  the 
known  kinds  of  cause,  is  nowadays  slow,  and  tends  neces- 
sarily, other  things  being  equal,  to  become  slower.  The 
question,  therefore,  inevitably  arises  whether  a  time  may 
not  come  and  how  far  away  it  is  when  the  application  of 
known  principles  to  the  explanation  of  disease  will  be  at 
a  standstill.  Another  way  of  putting  the  same  question 
would  be  to  ask  how  far  it  is  likely  that  the  further  ex- 
tensive explanation  of  disease  depends  on  the  discovery 
of  some  totally  new  principle  comparable  with  the 
microbe  or  the  vitamin.  Consider  such  common  and 
serious  diseases  as  exophthalmic  goitre,  diabetes  and  dis- 
seminate sclerosis.  They  have  been  under  investigation 
for  a  long  time  and  with  an  increasing  refinement  of 
method,  yet,  however  much  we  may  have  learnt  of  their 
mechanism,  we  still  know  nothing  about  their  ultimate 
causation.  Are  they  likely  to  be  brought  under  causal 
mechanisms  we  already  know,  or  are  they  and  other 
diseases  in  a  similar  situation,  like  the  residuary  "  bubble 
of  air  "  in  Henry  Cavendish's  eudiometer,  awaiting  for 
their  explanation  some  radical  fresh  development?  In 
answer  to  these  questions  we  cannot  make  even  a 
plausible  guess. 

In  the  last  sixty  years  two  wholly  new  causes  of  disease 
have  been  discovered — microbic  infection  and  vitamin 
deficiency.  The  first  of  these  explained  a  group  of 
diseases  which  carried  a  certain  broad  clinical  resem- 
blance, so  that  a  very  acute  clinician,  in  the  days  before 
bacteriology,  might  well  have  been  able  to  guess  that 
whatever  their  causes,  they  were  of  the  same  general 
order.  The  case  was  strikingly  different  with  the  diseases 
explained  by  vitamin  deficiency.  In  their  clinical  mani- 
festations these  were  remarkably  miscellaneous,  and 
showed  differences  of  the  widest  kind,  such  as,  for  ex- 
ample, those  between  rickets,  beri-beri  and  scurvy.  No 
clinician,  however  alert,  could  have  guessed  that  they 
were  due  to  cognate  causes.  Furthermore,  the  deficiency 
diseases  seem  actually  to  mimic  the  diseases  caused  by 
other  agents  ;  consider,  for  example,  the  resemblance  be- 
tween vitamin-B  deficiency  and  alcohol  poisoning,  each 
with  its  acute  cerebral  symptoms  and  chronic  peripheral 
neuritis,  and  the  resemblance  of  scurvy  to  an  infection. 
The  discovery  of  deficiency  diseases  has  thus  disclosed 
that  allied  causes  may  produce  clinical  effects  showing  no 
hint  of  any  kind  of  relation,  and  has  thus  made  it  more 
difficult  than  ever  to  infer  from  clinical  phenomena  any 
suggestion  as  to  new  prime  agents  of  disease. 


I  should  have  hesitated  to  indulge  in  these  extended 
reflections  about  residuary  phenomena  in  relation  to 
science  in  general,  and  medicine  in  particular,  if  I  had 
intended  to  abandon  the  subject  in  the  complete  blind 
alley  into  which  it  seems  to  have  led  us.  It  is  true  that 
we  can  form  no  reasonable  opinion  whether  the  great 
mass  of  disease  still  remaining  unexplained  will  be 
cleared  up  by  the  more  thorough  exploitation  of  princi- 
ples already  known  to  us,  or  whether  its  final  elucidation 
will  be  in  any  or  in  great  part  made  by  the  discovery  of 
some  new  kind  of  cause.    Engaging  as  that  problem  must 


be  to  any  philosophic  student  of  medicine,  it  must  remain 
for  the  present  in  the  region  of  insoluble  conjecture,  but 
its  interest  may  have  a  useful  property  if  it  sends  us  for 
some  hint  of  guidance  back  to  the  history  of  science.  If 
we  may  be  allowed  to  return  for  a  moment  to  a  topic  on 
which  we  have  perhaps  already  too  inordinately  dwelt, 
we  shall  recall  that  the  discovery  of  argon  was  due  to 
Rayleigh's  determination  to  carry  the  measurement  of 
the  known  phenomena  to  a  finer  point  than  had  yet  been 
reached.  In  his  branch  of  knowledge  the  saying  that 
science  is  measurement  was  already  familiar  and  mani- 
festly true.  As  an  indirect  result  of  his  work  the  idea 
can  now  be  carried  much  further,  and  \\  t  can  say  that, 
at  least  in  the  atomic  world,  all  quality  is  quantity.  In 
such  a  doctrine  we  seem  to  be  very  far  from  the  biological 
sciences,  and  still  further  from  anything  that  could  ever 
be  recognisably  human.  Nevertheless,  it  may  remind  us 
that  the  need  and  use  for  exact  measurements  in  those 
sciences  have  steadily  increased  and  must  continue  to 
do  so. 

Up  to  the  present  time  medicine  has  almost  wholly 
avoided  the  burden  of  measurement.  Its  field  is  so  rich 
and  various  that  qualitative  methods  of  inquiry  have 
proved  at  least  adequate.  Signs,  however,  are  beginning 
to  be  perceptible  that  perhaps  the  main  harvest  of  those 
methods  has  been  gathered.  If  these  omens  are  fulfilled, 
a  time  will  come  when  an  exact  and  exhaustive  numerical 
exploration  of  the  facts  of  disease  will  have  to  be  under- 
taken. When  we  contemplate  the  practical  success  and 
the  continued  progress  of  medicine  we  are  apt  to  overlook 
the  fact  that  it  is  without  precise  data.  Consider  merely 
the  distribution  of  health  and  disease  in  relation  to  topo- 
graphy, climate,  race,  sex  and  age.  Our  knowledge  of 
these  fundamentals  is  a  series  of  the  vaguest  approxima- 
tions ;  if  we  had  really  exact  knowledge  of  them  it  is 
quite  probable  that  many  problems  of  causation  now  in- 
soluble could  be  solved  by  inspection.  A  similar  lack 
of  real  exactitude  is  present  in  our  knowledge  of  normal 
functions  such  as  the  pulse  rate,  temperature,  sleep, 
appetite,  right-handedness,  weight  and  muscular 
strength,  and  above  all  in  our  knowledge  of  the  extent 
to  which  these  functions  are  capable  of  adaptation.  It  is 
obvious  that  to  obtain  information  of  the  required  preci- 
sion on  matters  such  as  these  is  altogether  beyond  the 
range  of  the  individual  worker.  Thus  our  final  conclu- 
sion must  necessarily  be  that  if  medicine  is  to  acquire  a 
secure  foundation  of  exact  and  measured  data,  it  can  do 
so  only  as  the  result  of  inquiries  far  more  widespread  and 
co-ordinated  than  have  yet  come  within  the  range  of 
practical  contemplation. 

The  considerations  we  have  surveyed  have  led  us 
through  a  course  of  which  the  windings  may  not  have 
shown  any  very  clear  relevance  to  this  occasion.  Our 
conclusion,  however,  could  not  have  been  reached  in 
circumstances  more  appropriate.  The  only  branch  of 
medicine  which  has  always  and  with  increasing  intent- 
ness  and  success  pursued  the  ideal  of  exact  measurement 
is  pharmacy.  I  do  not  think  there  can  be  any  reason- 
able doubt  that  the  future  of  the  parent  subject  to  a  large 
extent  depends  on  how  far  she  is  able  to  adopt  the 
characteristic  method  of  her  daughter.

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A  Plea  for  Concenfrated 
Waters 

By  J.  H.  Franklin,  Ph.C,  Chairman  of  fhe  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference,  1931 

IN  a  brief  monograph  written  in  1926  I  pointed  out 
that  the  aromatic  waters  of  the  British  Pharmaco- 
poeia, 1914,  occupied  a  pecuhar  position  in  medicine 
and  pharmacy  ;  the  standard  authority  for  their  prepara- 
tion was  often  ignored,  and  one  could  be  quite  certain 
that  in  a  large  number  of  cases  a  concentrated  water 
would  be  used  instead  at  the  dispensing  counter.  I 
added  that  the  process  of  making  the  aromatic  waters  of 
that  Pharmacopoeia  was  impossible  for  many,  on  account 
of  the  absence  of  a  suitable  distilling  apparatus.  The 
therapeutic  value  of  these  waters  was  very  slight,  and 
they  might  safely  be  considered  as  simple  carminatives 
or  flavourings ;  consequently  the  same  results  could  be 
obtained  by  a  solution  of  essential  oil  in  alcohol,  as  in 
the  I  to  40  concentrated  waters  of  commerce.  The 
following  waters  are  rarely  used:  Aniseed,  caraway, 
fennel,  spearmint;  and  the  following  frequently;  Dill, 
cinnamon,  peppermint,  orange-flower,  rose.  It  was 
suggested  that  the  methods  of  preparing  the  1914 
B.P.  distilled  waters  should  be  abolished,  and  sound 
formulas  for  concentrated  waters  introduced  into  the 
new  British  Pharmacopceia ;  and  that  this  method  should 
also  be  adopted  for  rose  and  orange-flower  waters.  The 
note  was  not  published  owing  to  my  appointment  on  the 
Pharmacy  Sub-committee  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

The  New  Concentrated  Waters 

Concentrated  waters  have  been  introduced  into  the 
1932  Pharmacopoeia,  and  the  formulas  have  some  slight 
defects  which  should  be  pointed  out.  Three  different 
methods  of  preparing  aromatic  waters  are  given  in  the 
B.P. — distillation,  shaking  the  oil  with  water,  and  dilu- 
tion of  the  concentrated  water;  but  there  are  three  other 
methods  of  preparing  them,  using  powdered  talc,  kiesel- 
guhr  or  pulped  paper ;  so  we  may  almost  say  we  have 
six  methods.  Six,  or  even  three,  methods  for  making 
such  simple  remedies  are  excessive,  and,  as  will  be  shown, 
the  products  differ  considerably. 

In  the  formulas  for  the  concentrated  waters  in  the 
1932  B.P.  we  are  directed  to  shake  each  1,000  millilitres 
of  finished  product  with  50  grams  of  powdered  talc,  and, 
after  a  few  hours,  to  filter.  This  large  quantity  of 
powder  soaks  up  and  retains  a  big  percentage  of  the 
expensive  material,  and  the  result  is  a  considerable 
monetary  loss.  The  B.P.  directions  should  read;  "  Allow 
to  stand,  remove  excess  of  oil,  then  shake  with  a  small 
quantity  of  powder  and  filter."  If  the  suggested  direc- 
tions are  followed  and  a  suitable  powder  is  used  for 
filtering  purposes,  one- fifth  of  the  quantity  stated  in  the 
B.P.  will  suffice,  and  it  is  conceivable  that  one-tenth 
would  be  satisfactory  with  some  operators,  the  result 
being  a  larger  product  and  a  marked  saving  in  cost. 
It  has  been  pointed  out  in  the  trade  journals  that  when 
the  concentrated  waters  of  the  new  B.P.  are  diluted 
with  39  times  their  volume  of  water  a  cloudy  mixture 
results,  with  a  suspension  of  minute  globules  of  oil, 
which  form  a  greasy  film  on  the  surface  when  the  water 
is  allowed  to  stand.  This  can  be  largely  overcome  in 
the  case  of  the  dill  and  cinnamon  waters  if  the  dilution 
is  vigorously  shaken  for  a  few  seconds,  but  shaking 
does  not  result  in  the  globules  of  oil  in  the  peppermint 
water  being  dissolved.  Experiments  to  overcome  the 
difficulty  of  cloudiness  and  separation  of  oily  globules 
should  be  started. 

Adopting  the  distilled  aromatic  waters  as  standards,  it 
is  found  that  dill  water  prepared  from  the  B.P.  con- 
centrated water  is  only  approximately  35  per  cent,  as 
strong  as  the  distilled  dill  water;  cinnamon  water  under 
the  same  conditions  is  50  per  cent,  as  strong  as  the 
distilled;    and    peppermint    water    85    per    cent,  as 


strong  as  the  distilled.  This  will  cause  big  variations  in 
medicines  prepared  with  the  different  dill  and  cinnamon 
waters  allowed  by  the  B.P.;  and  dill  water  given  to 
young  children  may  be  three  times  the  strength  in  some 
cases,  or  it  may  be  only  one-third  the  strength  when 
the  source  of  supply  is  changed.  It  therefore  appears  to 
be  impossible  to  produce  uniform  products  using  2  per 
cent,  of  oil  in  each  case;  the  following  table  shows  the 
difference  in  strength  of  the  B.P.  and  the  B.P.C.  con- 
centrated waters :  ■ — •

The  proposed  percentages  will  give  concentrated  waters 
approximating  to  the  distilled  waters  in  strength  ;  and  if 
they  are  made  so  that  the  dilutions  are  clearer  and 
approximately  free  from  globules  of  oil,  a  considerable 
advance  will  be  made. 


Dental  Creams 

The  flavouring  of  dental  creams  is  important,  as,  unless 
the  flavour  appeals,  good  sales  cannot  be  expected.  It 
has  for  long  been  customary  to  use  for  this  purpose  essen- 
tial oils  and  other  products  having  good  antiseptic  pro- 
perties, although  experiments  have  shown  that  they  are 
not  in  contact  with  the  mouth  sufficiently  long  to  have 
any  marked  medicinal  effect.  The  public,  however,  in 
consequence  of  this  practice,  has  acquired  a  predilection 
for  certain  types  of  flavours.  Peppermint  is  most 
popular,  and  this  is  partly  to  be  attributed  to  the  fact 
that  the  menthol  present  in  the  essential  oil  produces  a 
pleasing  cooling  effect.  Peppermint  oils  vary  much  in 
flavour  according  to  source,  and  care  should  be  exer- 
cised in  selecting  an  oil  for  flavouring  dental  creams. 
Eucalyptus  is  also  popular,  and  blends  well  with  pepper- 
mint, the  latter  oil  being  kept  somewhat  in  excess  of  the 
former.  Thymol  is  also  used,  but  in  quite  small  amounts 
only.  Methyl  salicylate  or  oil  of  wintergreen  gives  good 
results  in  conjunction  with  peppermint  oil,  the  amount 
used  being  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  latter.  Clove 
oil,  or  eugenol,  and  aniseed  oil,  or  anethole,  may  also  be 
employed  in  conjunction  with  peppermint.  Ideas  differ 
widely  as  to  what  is  the  most  suitable  proportion  of 
flavouring  material  to  incorporate  in  a  dental  cream. 
Some  tastes  favour  very  lightly  flavoured  creams,  while 
others  prefer  the  exact  opposite.  From  i  to  2  per  cent, 
may  be  taken  as  the  average,  but  these  limits  may  be 
departed  from  in  either  direction  if  desired.  A  sweet  taste 
is  desirable  as  a  background  for  the  appreciation  of  the 
flavour.  Especially  in  the  case  of  dental  creams  con- 
taining much  soap,  it  is  desirable  for  them  to  be  well 
sweetened  and  flavoured.  Glycerin  and  honey,  both 
used  as  excipients,  help  to  sweeten  dental  creams  ;  but 
it  is  advisable  to  increase  this  effect  by  the  addition  of  a 
small  amount  of  saccharin.  About  i  part  per  thousand 
may  be  taken  as  an  average  proportion.  It  is  well,  how- 
ever, to  keep  the  saccharin  on  the  spare  side,  as  other- 
wise the  flavour  of  the  cream  may  be  marred  by  an 
unpleasant  after-taste.

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Poisons  and  fheir  Effeds 

Abstract  of   an  address  given  to  an  evening   meeting  of  the   Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  London,  on  January  1  0,  by  Mr.  G.  Roche  Lynch,  O.B.E.,  M.B.,  B.S.  (Lond.),  D.P.H., 
F.I.C.,  Senior  Official  Analyst  to  the  Home  Office. 


IN  popular  language  a  poison  is  a  substance  which, 
when  taken  in  small  quantity,  is  capable  of  causing 
illness  or  death.  But  such  a  definition  is  far  too 
restricted  from  a  scientific  point  of  view.  For  instance, 
it  would  obviously  exclude  certain  of  the  less  poisonous 
substances,  such  as  copper,  where  very  large  doses  are 
required  to  produce  serious  illness,  and  of  course  copper 
very  rarely  causes  death.  A  more  scientific  definition  is 
perhaps  as  follows:  "  A  poison  is  a  substance  which, 
when  taken  by  the  mouth  or  when  absorbed  into  the 
blood  is  capable  of  seriously  affecting  the  health  or  of 
destroying  life  by  its  action  on  the  tissues  with  which  it 
immediately  or  after  absorption  comes  into  contact." 

From  the  chemical  standpoint,  there  are  four  land- 
marks in  the  history  of  toxicological  investigation. 

1836.  —  In  the  Edinburgh  "  New  Philosophical 
Journal  "  for  October  1836  was  reported  the  first  appli- 
cation of  the  test  for  arsenic  discovered  by  the  English- 
man, J.  M.  Marsh.  Marsh's  test  for  arsenic,  with  im- 
provements, remains  to-day  the  most  reliable  and 
delicate  test. 

1839. — Orfila,  who  may  be  described  as  the  father  of 
toxicology,  extracted  a  quantity  of  arsenic  from  various 
organs  of  a  suicide.  In  previous  cases  it  had  only  been 
isolated  from  the  intestinal  contents.  The  significance 
of  that,  of  course,  is  that  he  actually  isolated  the  arsenic 
from  the  liver,  kidneys,  and  tissues  of  the  body  and 
established  an  important  point  in  poisoning,  namely, 
that  the  chief  action  of  the  poison  was  after  it  had  been 
absorbed  in  the  alimentary  canal,  and  that  the  chief 
action  was  on  the  tissues  themselves.  Actually  isolating 
the  arsenic  from  the  liver  and  kidneys  was  a  very  great 
advance. 

1844. — Fresenius  and  von  Babo  worked  out  a  scheme 
for  the  systematic  search  for  mineral  poison,  and  to-day 
this  is  still  the  best  process. 

1850. — As  the  result  of  poisoning  by  nicotine  of 
Gustave  Fougnies  by  Count  Bocarme,  his  brother-in-law. 
Otto  von  Stas,  devised  a  process  of  separating  alkaloids 
from  the  tissues,  which  with  modifications  is  still  the 
standard  process  to-day. 

An  Important  Point 

There  is  one  point  to  which  I  would  now  allude,  and 
one  which  is  of  extreme  importance.  Every  day  we  see 
hew  drugs  appear  on  the  market,  for  each  of  which  some 
wonderful  and  specific  action  is  claimed  by  the  vendors. 
Such  claims  are  frequently  based  on  the  slenderest 
evidence,  often  unreliable,  so  that  one  more  drug  is  added 
to  the  already  extensive  list  of  mostly  inefficient  drugs 
for  the  purpose  required.  I  do  not  suggest  that  pharma- 
cists should  stand  still  and  see  that  no  new  drugs  are  to 
be  invented,  but  I  should  like  to  see  all  new  preparations 
subjected  to  the  most  rigorous  tests  of  two  types  prior 
to  their  production  ;  one  group  of  tests  to  be  made  from 
a  pharmacological  standpoint,  both  laboratory  and 
clinical,  and  a  second  from  the  toxicological  standpoint. 
I  could  mention  many  drugs  which  although  in  common 
use  are  actually  dangerous  poisons  and  capable,  even  in 
medicinal  doses,  of  causing  severe  illness  or  even  death. 
For  example,  thallium  acetate,  used  for  ringworm,  has 
been  responsible  for  paralysis,  blindness  and  death,  be- 
cause the  dose  required  to  cure  ringworm  by  epilation 
is  only  slightly  less  than  the  toxic  dose.  Quinoline 
derivations  of  the  atophan  t5'pe  have  caused  severe  skin 
lesionSj  jaundice  and  death,  and  in  the  latter  case  15 
grains  taken  for  six  days  only  has  achieved  this  end. 
Avertin  has  been  shown  to.cause  fatty  degeneration  of  the 
liver.  There  is  the  barbituric  acid  group.  Many  of  tliese 
are  highly  toxic,  and  one  of  the  latest,  nembutal,  the 
dose  of  which  is  grain,  nearly  killed  an  individual 
when  it  was  taken  with  bromide,  4-J  grains  being  taken 


over  a  period  of  twenty-five  hours.  Suicide  by  these 
drugs,  owing  to  tiie  ease  with  which  they  can  be  pur- 
chased, is  becoming  an  everyday  happening,  and  they 
are  largely  taking  the  place  of  morphine  for  this 
purpose.  Of  course,  in  addition  to  barbituric  acid  are 
drugs  of  addiction.  A  habit  is  readily  formed  of  taking 
these  drugs,  with  the  result  that  physical  and  moral 
degeneration  takes  place. 

The  story  of  the  toxicity  of  manganese  is  of  great 
interest,  and  perhaps  I  may  be  permitted  to  mention  it 
at  some  length.  First,  many  foodstuffs  contain  man- 
ganese, and  cattle  food  even  greater  amounts  up  to  150 
parts  per  million.  Manganese  is  present  in  the  majority 
of  water  supplies,  and  in  some  instances  in  Germany 
cases  have  occurred  where  one  of  these  compounds  has 
actually  caused  the  clogging  of  water  pipes  with  black 
material,  probably  manganese  dioxide.  Many  of  the 
water  supplies  on  the  south  coast  of  England  contain 
e.xcess  of  manganese,  and  in  one  case  I  know  of  the  water 
has  come  out  of  the  pipes  black.  According  to  one 
authority,  amounts  up  to  5  parts  per  million  cannot  be 
tasted.  I  have  been  unable  to  trace  any  ill  effects  from 
the  drinking  of  such  waters.  Manganese  both  in  soluble 
and  in  insoluble  forms  has  been  given  by  mouth  to 
animals  for  periods  of  many  months,  and  in  no  case  have 
any  ill  effects  been  noted,  nor  have  the  organs  contained 
excess  of  manganese.  Manganese  has  been  given  in  medi- 
cine for  septic  lesions,  both  by  mouth  and  by  injection 
with  good  results.  On  the  other  hand,  Findlay  has  pro- 
duced changes  in  the  liver  and  kidneys  of  rats  when  a 
solution  of  manganous  chloride  has  been  injected  intra- 
venously at  intervals  over  a  period  of  time.  The  change 
in  the  liver  has  been  similar  to  alcoholic  cirrhosis  or 
so-called  gin  drinkers'  liver.  Yet  Boycott  and  Cameron 
have  estimated  the  manganese  content  of  many 
foods,  drinks  and  condiments,  and  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  a  vegetarian  teetotaller  would  pio- 
bably  take  in  more  manganese  than  a  heavy  drinker.  But 
here  comes  the  other  side  of  the  story  of  manganese.  In 
industry  a  well-recognised  syndrome  is  scheduled  under 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  and  is  due  to  the 
inhalation  of  manganese  compounds  in  the  form  of  dust, 
chiefly  the  oxides.  This  condition  may  appear  after 
three  months'  exposure. 

The  story  oi  zinc  is  to  some  extent  similar.  Poisoning 
when  compounds  of  the  metal  are  taken  by  the  mouth 
is  negligible,  but  the  inhalation  of  zinc  compounds  gives 
rise  to  so-called  brassfounders'  ague. 

Aluminium 

At  the  present  time  there  appears  to  be  a  wholesome 
fear  in  the  minds  of  the  public  that  they  are  taking  their 
lives  in  their  hands  when  they  use  aluminium  utensils 
for  cooking.  It  would  be  highly  instructive  to  know  the 
true  history  of  how  this  scare  came  about ;  but  there  are 
certainly  a  few  medical  men  whose  mission  in  life  appears 
to  be  to  preach  the  dangers,  of  this  metal.  We  are  all 
agreed  that  the  use  of  aluminium  in  baking  powder,  now 
fortunately  rare,  is  to  be  deprecated,  especially  as  more 
efficient  and  quite  harmless  substitutes  are  available. 
The  Society  of  Public  Analysts  were  fortunate  a  few 
months  ago  in  having  a  valuable  paper  on  this  subject 
by  Dr.  Bum,  which  was  followed  by  a  full  discussion, 
when  many  authoritative  views  were  expressed.  Dr. 
Burn  has  shown  in  his  paper  that  exhaustive  feeding 
experiments  have  been  made  with  aluminium,  both  on 
men  and  animals.  The  effects  of  injection,  as  well  as 
administration  by  mouth,  have  been  described  by  him. 
He  has  shown  clearly  that  growth  and  reproduction  are 
unaffected  by  this  metal,  and  that  the  toxicity,  of 
alum.inium  is  negligible  in  amounts  likely  to  be  present 
in  foodstuffs  as  the  result  of  using  aluminium  vessels. 
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There  have  been  many  letters  written  by  doctors  to 
medical  journals  suggesting  that  gastritis,  gastric  ulcers 
and  cancer  may  be  caused  by  this  substance.  These  have 
shown  that  pauents  tliat  were  suffering  from  indigestion 
when  aluminium  was  being  used  in  their  households 
became  quite  free  from  this  trouble  when  the  use  was 
given  up.  Evidence  of  this  type,  of  course,  is  worthless, 
tor  apart  from  the  psychological  factor,  one  of  the  most 
dangerous  lines  of  thought  in  m.edical  science  is  the  asso- 
ciation of  cause  and  effect,  unless  all  other  factors  can 
be  absolutely  controlled,  and  this  is  practically  impossible 
in  medicine.  One  of  these  aluminium  "  enthusiasts,"  if 
I  may  call  him  so,  found  300  gr.  of  aluminium  per  gallon 
in  a  stew  that  was  made  in  an  aluminium  vessel.  That 
means  that  with  an  aluminium  pan  weighing  three 
ounces,  would  require  a  new  pan  after  making 

twenty  stews.  The  moment  the  aluminium  salts  reach 
the  small  intestine  they  are  converted  into  insoluble 
carbonate,  are  not  absorbed,  and  therefore  do  no  harm. 
When  injected,  aluminium  is  far  less  toxic  than  man- 
ganese. 

Arsenic 

I  should  now  like  to  say  a  few  words  about  that  most 
intriguing  of  all  poisons — arsenic.  As  I  have  stated,  this 
has  been  used  for  homicidal  purposes  for  all  ages.  This 
is  scarcely  to  be  wondered  at,  for  white  arsenic  is  odour- 
less, tasteless,  is  indistinguishable  from  flour  or  powdered 
sugar,  several  possible  fatal  doses  easily  can  be  placed  on 
a  threepenny-bit,  and  the  symptoms  it  produces  closely 
resemble  the  symptoms  one  would  expect  to  find  in  a 
person  who  was  made  acutely  ill  by  an  attack  of  so-called 
food  poisoning,  such  as  occurs  from  infection  by  the 
B.  enteriditis  of  Gaertner. 

When  a  person  is  taking  arsenic,  some  of  the  arsenic 
is  deposited  in  the  skin  tissue,  that  is  the  hair,  skin,  and 
nails.  This  is  deposited  in  quite  considerable  quantity, 
so  that  if,  for  instance,  a  quantity  of  arsenic  is  found  in 
the  hair  at  the  time  of  analysis,  it  is  known  that  the 
patient  must  have  had  a  dose  of  arsenic  some  few  days 
or  weeks  before,  according  to  the  position  in  which  the 
arsenic  is  found  in  the  hair.  In  one  case,  a  lock  of  hair 
4.5  in.  long  was  divided  into  three  portions.  'Ihe 
amounts  of  arsenic  found  in  each  portion  were :  proximal 
portion,  2j  parts  per  million  ;  middle  portion,  15  parts 
per  million  ;  distal  portion,  10  parts  per  million.  As  hair 
grows  approximately  0.5  in.  per  month,  it  is  obvions 
that  the  individual  must  have  been  taking  arsenic  for  at 
least  seven  months. 

As  an  example  of  the  amounts  of  arsenic  that  can  be 
found  in  the  skin  tissues,  a  friend  of  mine,  a  doctor 
colleague,  was  recommended  to  take  arsenic  for  a  certain 
disease.  He  actually  took  arsenic  for  practically  a  year 
almost  without  a  break,  and  was  at  times  taking  nearly 
0.5  grain  a  day.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  when  he  was 
commencing  to  show  signs  of  peripheral  neuritis,  he 
knocked  the  arsenic  off.  He  gave  me  a  sample  of  his 
hair  and  some  nail  parings.  I  found  that  the  hair  con- 
tained 40  and  the  nail  parings  nearly  100  parts  per 
million. 

The  choice  of  the  poison  used  by  the  suicide  is  of 
interest.  The  male  used  to  favour  opium  and  cyanide, 
and  the  female  carbolic  acid.  Hydrochloric  and  oxalic 
acids  were  equally  popular.  To-day  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Acts  have  practically  eliminated  opium  and  morphine 
from  the  list,  their  place  being  taken  by  the  barbituric 
acid-veronal  group  and  coal  gas.  Carbolic  acid,  with  the 
female,  has  also  largely  disappeared  in  favour  of  lysol. 
Coal-gas  poisoning  has  increased  to  an  enormous  extent. 

So  far  as  tolerance  is  concerned,  the  organism  appears 
to  be  able  to  acquire  the  property  for  almost  every 
known  poison,  the  chief  exceptions  to  this  statement 
being  certain  poisons  of  animal  origin  which  appear  to 
have  in  some  cases  an  opposite  effect,  for  example,  snake 
venom,  serums.  We  find  that  a  tolerance  may  be  acquired 
to  all  narcotic  drugs,  many  metallic  poisons,  e.g., 
arsenic,  to  alkaloids,  such  as  strychnine  or  nicotine,  and 
even  to  such  drugs  as  castor  oil.  This  acquired  tolerance 
is  not  without  effect  on  the  individual.  The  arsenic 
eaters  of  Styria  (which  we  must  regard  as  a  true  bill, 
but  I  doubt  the  amounts  they  are  credited  with  taking, 
though  they  do  take  large  quantities  of  arsenic)  do  not 


get  off  lightly,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  many  sooner 
or  later  show  signs  of  chronic  arsenical  poisoning,  but 
they  take  quantities  which  would  kill  us  and  would 
certainly  produce  neuritis  in  us  much  more  quickly.  The 
opium  eaters,  hashish  takers,  and  veronal  habitues  all 
suffer  in  health  and  show  both  physical  and  mental 
changes. 

The  most  interesting  case  which  has  come  to  my 
knowledge  is  one  of  strychnine  tolerance.  A  woman  was 
given  a  prescription  for  paraldehyde  which  contained 
5  minims  of  the  tincture  of  nux  vomica,  which  of  course 
contains  strychnine,  and  no  doubt  was  given  partly  to 
overcome  the  depressing  effect  of  the  paraldehyde.  She 
took  this  over  a  period  of  years,  and  took  increasing 
doses  of  the  medicine  to  such  an  extent  that  shortly 
Ijefore  her  death,  which  was  largely  brought  about  by 
the  effects  of  paraldehyde  poisoning,  she  was  actually 
taking  over  one-half  of  a  grain  of  strychnine  a  day.  Half 
a  grain  is  a  possible  fatal  dose. 

Points  in  Diagnosis 

The  following  points  may  be  borne  in  mind  when  tlie 
question  of  the  diagnosis  of  poisoning  is  being  con- 
sidered :  — 

1 .  Most  poisons  when  taken  in  large  doses  will  produce 
symptoms  immediately  or  within  a  short  time  of  the 
taking.  Even  when  comparatively  small  doses  are  given, 
each  dose  will  produce  an  exacerbation  of  the  symptoms, 
and  negatives  the  popular  idea  that  in  slow  poisoning 
the  patient  slowly  dies  of  gradual  weakness. 

2.  The  appearance  of  sudden  acute  symptoms  m  a 
person  of  normal  health  or  in  stationary  bad  health  i^;  a 
suspicious  fact.    There  are,  of  course,  exceptions  to  this. 

3.  In  a  person  suffering  from  some  disease  a  sudden 
change  of  the  symptoms  is  suspicious,  unless  the  change 
is  a  characteristic  of  the  disease. 

4.  Poisoning  usually  occurs  in  relation  to  the  taking  of 
food,  drink,  or  medicine,  and  a  change  of  taste  may  be 
significant.  In  an  acute  attack  of  food  poisoning,  which 
is  similar  in  many  respects  to  some  forms  of  poisoning, 
you  get  diarrhoea  and  vomiting,  but  the  time  intervals 
between  the  taking  of  food  and  the  first  vomiting  is 
usually  six  to  twelve  hours,  whereas  in  poisoning  it  may 
begin  in  as  many  minutes. 

5.  Food  poisoning  generally  affects  all  or  nearly  all 
partakers,  usually  in  poisoning  there  is  only  one  victim. 
Occasionally  one  finds  multiple  poisoning. 

6.  In  many  cases  the  course  of  the  illness  is  increasing 
severity  and  death,  or  increasing  severity,  a  turning  of 
the  corner,  followed  by  a  rapid  recovery  to  health,  which 
is  much  more  rapid  than  in  disease. 

7.  In  many  medical  illnesses  one  gets  warnings  or  pre- 
monitory symptoms,  e.g.,  headache.  In  poisoning  these 
do  not  occur.  Finally,  speaking  broadly,  there  is  no 
single  symptom  of  poisoning  and  no  definite  group  of 
symptoms  which  are  characteristic  of  poisoning,  but  on 
the  other  hand  there  is  no  poison  which  gives  the  chang- 
ing aspects  of  disease,  and  no  disease  which  gives  all  the 
features  of  poisoning  in  number  and  sequence.  The 
closest  likeness  to  disease  is  acute  arsenical  poisoning, 
and  the  closest  likeness  to  poisoning  is  uraemia  in  its 
acute  form. 

The  control  of  the  distribution  of  poisons  in  this 
country  is  largely  in  the  hands  of  members  of  this 
Society,  and  so  long  as  it  remains  in  such  capable  hands, 
I  feel  we  shall  have  but  little  to  fear.  Of  course,  the 
determined  poisoner  will  obtain  material  no  matter  what 
restrictions  are  made,  so  it  is  not  fair  to  the  com- 
munity virtually  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  poisons.  But  it 
is  also  clear  that  whatever  changes  are  made  in  the  regu- 
lations for  the  sale  of  poisons,  they  should  be  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  tightening,  not  loosening,  of  these  regula- 
tions. Thus  I  am  a  little  apprehensive  of  some  of  the 
provisions  of  the  proposed  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill, 
in  that  it  may  place  in  the  hands  of  those  who  have 
not  had  the  training  and  experience  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists  a  number  of  powerful  poisons  which  will  in 
turn  become  easier  of  access  to  the  public.  It  does  not 
in  the  least  follow  that  homicidal  poisoning  will  in- 
crease, but  there  is  real  danger  that  the  incidence  of 
suicide  and  accidental  poisoning  may  become  more 
frequent.

Branch  Meetings 


Bradford. — A    talk    on    The    Leeds  Apprenticeship 
Scheme  was  given  by  Mr.  G.  C.  Crummack  (secretary  of 
the    Leeds    Branch)    to    the    Bradford    Branch  on 
January  10.    Mr.  Paul  Dobson  (chairman  of  the  Leeds 
Branch)  had  promised  to  give  the  talk,  but  was  unable 
to  be  present.    The  chairman  (Mr.  J.  W.  Thorp)  pre- 
sided.   After  Mr.  Crummack  had  outlined  the  scheme, 
the  chairman  said  that  apparently  Leeds  had  adopted 
the  scheme  with  the  idea  of  local  supervision  rather  than 
national  supervision.     Mr.   Crummack  said  the  Leeds 
members  had  come  to  the  decision  that  an  apprentice- 
ship scheme  could  be  worked  more  satisfactorily  locally. 
In  reply  to  a  suggestion  that  some  members  might  not 
care  for  local   supervision,    Mr.    Crummack  said  the 
member  gave  his  word  that  he  would  carry  out  the 
necessary  agreement.    Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson  (secretary  of 
the  Bradford  Branch)  asked  if  the  Leeds  Branch  had 
had  any  opposition  from  the  education  authorities.  Mr. 
Crummack   said   the   scheme   was   worked   through  a 
section  of  the  Juvenile  Employment  Bureau.    The  Leeds 
Branch  stipulated  that  only  a  certain  type  of  boy  or  girl 
should  be  sent  for  interview.     Mr.  Wilson  asked  if 
the  Leeds  Branch  made  any  stipulation  as  to  premium. 
Mr.  Crummack  replied  that  the  Leeds  Branch  did  not 
recommend  premiums.     Mr.  W.  Sutcliffe  said  he  had 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  idea  of  the  scheme  was 
to  get  a  better  type  of  boy  into  pharmacy.    He  did  not 
think  they  were  going  to  achieve  their  object  by  too 
much  classification  and  organisation  of  the  apprentice. 
Mr.  Crummack  said  the  Branch  wanted  to  get  a  better 
type  of  boy  into  pharmacy.    Mr.  Wilson  said  he  received 
many  applications  from  boys  for  positions  in  pharmacy. 
In  the  majority  of  cases  he  found  they  were  boys  who 
wantejd  a  job,  and  it  did  not  matter  what  kind  it  was 
nor  what  trade  it  was.    Mr.  J.  R.  Cross  said  the  Juvenile 
Employment  Bureau  in  Bradford  was  not  divided  into 
sections,  as  appeared  to  be  the  case  in  Leeds,  and  it 
covered  all  schools.    The  Leeds  scheme  was  a  very  good 
one,   and  he  thought  the  Bradford  Branch  ought  to 
adopt  a  similar  plan. 

Lancashire  (N.-E.). — A  meeting  of  the  North-East 
Lancashire  Branch  was  held  on  January  12,  Mr.  Clifford 
Taylor  in  the  chair.  Mr.  A.  O.  Bentley,  Ph.C.  (head  of 
the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Nottingham),  gave  an  address 
on  Practical  Pharmacy  for  Pharmacists  with  Special 
Application  to  Apprentices.  Mr.  Bentley  remarked  that 
in  his  opinion  it  would  be  impossible  to  secure  legislation 
to  restrict  the  business  of  the  chemist  and  druggist  to 
the  qualified  man  until  it  could  be  shown  that  chemists 
themselves  were  actually  engaged  in  skilled  work  of  a 
kind  which  could  not  safely  be  left  in  the  hands  of  per- 
sons who  had  not  had  their  particular  training.  It  paid 
to  be  interested  in  one's  job,  it  paid  to  take  a  pride  in 
one's  professional  work  and  in  one's  handicraft.  Profes- 
sional pride  could  not  help  but  bring  them  the  confidence 
of  the  public.  It  was  interesting,  said  Mr.  Bentley,  to 
note  that  in  South  Africa,  the  Minister  of  Health  had 
approved  rules  regarding  the  training  of  apprentices. 
Pharmacies  were  divided  into  two  classes :  (i)  two  or 
more  pharmacists  with  3,500  original  scripts  per  annum 
were  allowed  two  apprentices,  with  an  interval  of  eigh- 
teen months  between  the  respective  indentures  ;  and  (2) 
one  pharmacy  with  1,500  scripts  per  annum  had  one 
apprentice  allowed,  a  second  starting  three  months  before 
the  first  was  due  to  leave.  Pharmacies  must  also 
have  adequate  equipment  for  making  certain  listed  pre- 
parations, and  there  were  various  other  interesting  con- 
ditions. Mr.  Bentley  suggested  that  apprentices  should  be 

recommended  to  observe  the  contents  of  bottles,  and  to 

start  an  exercise  book.

Little  of  outstanding  interest  has  transpired  in  the  marlcets 
during  the  past  week.  Business  in  some  products  is,  in  the 
aggregate,  fairly  satisfactory,  while  in  others,  particularly 
crude  drugs,  the  turnover  is  unusually  small.  The  general 
tone  is  steady  on  spot,  and  shipment  markets  are  well  main- 
tained. The  pharmaceutical  chemicals  market  has  done  fairly 
well,  the  demand  for  such  products  as  bromides,  salicylates 
and  quinine  salts  being  quite  good.  Phenacetin  is  unsteady. 
Phenazone  is  irregular.  Phenolphthalein  is  nominal.  A 
reduction  in  quinine  salts  on  the  rate  of  exchange  is  noti- 
fied. Business  in  crude  drugs  has  been  poor  in  almost  all 
directions,  and  a  number  of  further  slight  declines  in  values 
are  recorded.  Agar-agar  is  again  cheaper  and  still  dull. 
Japanese  camphor  is  neglected.  Menthol  shows  a  sharp  break 
in  the  market,  particularly  in  the  shipment  quotation;  the 
market  closes  fiat.  Saffron  is  quoted  lower.  The  essential 
oils  market  is  keeping  fairly  steady  and  business  on  modest 
lines  is  being  done.  Bergamot  for  shipment  seems  to  be  a 
little  steadier  at  current  low  figures.  Cassia  for  shipment  is  at 
cheap  prices.  Java  and  Ceylon  citronella  have  met  with  very 
little  inquiry.  New  crop  Sicilian  hand-pressed  lemon  is  not 
receiving  much  attention.  West  Indian  lime  continues  at 
high  figures  and  is  firm,  with  supplies  scarce.  Most  of  the 
business  in  orange  has  been  done  in  the  French  colonial  pro- 
duct at  slaughtered  prices.  Japanese  peppermint  has  been 
neglected,  quoted  easier  on  the  week  and  closing  rather  un- 
steady. In  fixed  oils  business  has  been  very  limited. 
American  turpentine  is  firm  and  substantially  dearer.  Linseed 
is  dull,  and  palm  oils  have  been  slack,  closing  at  cheaper 
prices.  In  the  coal-tar  section  there  is  a  steady  call  for 
limited  quantities  of  carbolic  acid  crystals.  Pitch  is  firm. 
Cresylic  acid  and  creosote  oil  are  in  over-supply  and  easy 
as  quoted.  ,

Blood  Grouping 

Sir, — A  short  article  appeared  in  your  issue  of  January 
7  by  Mr.  R.  Cecil  Owen  on  "New  Work  for  the  Phar- 
macist," relating  to  blood  grouping.  W.ithout  enter- 
ing into  an  argument  as  to  how  far  the  pharmacist  should 
encroach  on  the  work  of  the  pathologist,  I  would  like 
to  point  out  a  serious  error  in  this  article.  Human  blood 
can  be  and  is  grouped  into  four  groups,  but  the  numeri- 
cal grouping  by  Mr.  Owen  conforms  in  no  way  to  any  of 
the  standard  groupings  and  is  an  arbitrary  grouping  of 
Mr.  Owen's  own.  The  following  is  a  table  showing  the 
correct  standard  groups :  —

A  Surfeit  of  Meetings 

Sir, — I  am  glad  to  see  that  you  draw  attention  to  the 
excessive  number  of  meetings  organised  by  the  various 
branches  and  associations  (C.  &■  D.,  January  7,  p.  14), 
many  of  which  in  the  metropolitan  area  and  other 
densely  populated  districts  tend  to  overlap  and  thus 
aggravate  the  trouble.  At  one  time  the  complaint  was 
that  chemists  were  badly  organised,  and  that  there  were 
no  opportunities  for  them  to  meet  to  discuss  business 
matters  or  to  get  together  socially.  Now  we  seem  to 
Iiave  gone  to  the  other  extreme,  for  in  addition  to  the 
meetings  of  the  bodies  you  mention  there  is  the  Photo- 
graphic Dealers'  Association,  and  a  chemist  who  takes 
an  active  part  in  the  work  of  these  and  is  elected  an 
official  or  committeeman  has  as  well  as  the  ordinary 
meetings  those  of  the  committees  to  attend,  and  he  may 
also  be  appointed  a  delegate  to  other  branches  anu 
meetings.  In  addition,  he  may  be  a  member  of  the 
local  Insurance  Committee.  To  such  a  man  in  the 
winter  months  this  may  mean  that  he  has  at  least  three 
or  four  evenings  a  week  mortgaged,  so  that  any 
chemist  who  intends  to  take  one  of  these  positions 
seriously  must  be  prepared  to  devote  the  whole  of  his 
spare  time  to  it.  The  chemist  who  does  not  take  any 
active  share  in  the  work  of  his  local  body  looks  on  this 
plethora  of  meetings  as  a  nuisance,  especially  the  man 
with  a  small  business  and  no  assistant.  Again,  the 
matter  provided  tends  to  have  a  great  lack  of  variety : 
if  one  follows  the  reports  of  the  addresses  of  the  speakers 
who  visit  the  various  branches,  one  is  struck  by  the 
sameness  of  their  remarks.  And  there  is  a  definite  lack 
of  business  interest  in  the  meetings  of  the  present  day. 
Some  way  should  be  found  to  provide  opportunities  for 
discussions  on  business  matters  at  one  or  two  meetings 
during  the  winter  session,  when  perhaps  a  better  attend- 
ance would  be  secured. — Faithfully  yours,

Referring  to  Prescriber 

Sir, — Some  of  your  correspondents  have  dealt  recently 
with  the  subject  of  referring  ambiguous  prescriptions 
back  to  the  prescriber.  The  matter  acquires  a  special 
significance  in  connection  with  insurance  prescriptions.  It 
may  be  unnecessary,  as  some  writers  indicate,  to  trouble 
the  prescriber,  and  easy  for  the  chemist  to  alter  the  pre- 
scription when  he  is  familiar  with  the  practitioner's 
habits;  but  I  find  that  pricing  officers  do  not  always 
allow  the  chemist  to  modify  a  doctor's  prescription. 
Methods  vary  in  different  pricing  offices,  and  those  re- 
sponsible for  adjoining  insurance  areas  sometimes  adopt 
different  practices.  The  principle  appears  to  be  that  the 
prescription  must  be  written  in  such  a  way  that  it  may 
be  dispensed  by  any  pharmacist ;  familiarity  with  a  prac- 
titioner's habits,  therefore,  is  not  to  be  made  an  excuse 
for  a  doctor's  bad  writing.  If  the  prescription  is  altered  by 
the  dispenser  and  dispensed  accordingly,  the  practitioner 
may  disclaim  responsibility  for  what  was  actually  sup- 
plied. Therefore  at  the  pricing  office  the  alteration  may 
be  ignored,  and  the  contractor  credited  with  the  value  of 
the  order  as  originally  written.  Correction  of  overdoses 
and  elucidation  of  badly  written  signs  may  be  permis- 
sible ;  but  it  can  be  imagined  that  the  contractor  who 
alters  the  prescription  to  save  the  prescriber  the  trouble 
or  annoyance  of  having  an  ambiguous  or  incomplete 
order  returned  to  him  may  be  doing  himself  a  bad  turn 
by  supplying  something  for  which  the  pricing  oflice  will 
not  pay. — Yours  truly.

Reminiscences 

Sir, — The  very  interesting  and  characteristic  article  by 
Mr.  William  Johnston  is  inclined  to  provoke  other  remi- 
niscences, particularly  those  relating  to  one's  apprentice- 
ship days.  I  have  in  my  possession  a  few  copies  of  the 
"Anti-Cutting  Record"  for  1895  and  1896.  No.  i  of. the 
"Anti-Cutting  Record"  appeared  in  November,  1895, 
and  from  the  title-page  one  learns  that  a  copy  of  each 
issue  was  sent  free  to  each  chemist  in  the  United  King- 
dom. A  prize  of  £z  2S.  was  offered  for  the  best  way  to 
"Give  cutting  the  cut  direct."  Suggestions  were  re- 
quired for  starting  a  scheme  for  price  protection  which 
should  combine  an  element  of  combination  amongst 
manufacturers  with  arrangements  for  "fixing"  the 
wholesale  as  well  as  the  retail  trade.  There  was  also 
required  a  method  of  tracing  the  articles  at  least  to  the 
first  buyer.  This  first  number  contained  paragraphs  on 
some  of  the  anti-cutting  schemes  already  in  force,  among 
them  being  Elliman's  Embrocation,  Messrs.  Stern's 
articles,  Frog  in  Your  Throat,  Frame  Food,  Mellin's 
Food,  Liebig  Company's  Extract  of  Meat,  Invalid  Bovril, 
and  Allen  &  Hanbury's  preparations.  The  first  list  of 
protected  articles  numbered  thirty-nine  ;  many  of  them 
are  never  heard  of  to-day.  By  the  end  of  i8g6  the  official 
protected  list  of  the  Association  contained  forty-three 
articles,  although  there  were  still  a  number  of  manufac- 
turers who,  although  in  sympathy  with  the  new  Associa- 
tion, did  not  place  their  goods  upon  the  official  list.  By 
the  end  of  1897  the  list  of  articles  had  grown  to  about 
120  and  included  many  which  are  still  popular;  thence 
onward  the  number  rapidly  increased.  In  the  December 
1895  issue  the  editor  commented  upon  the  attitude  of 
the  trade  Press  towards  the  new  movement.  Apparently 
favourable  mention  of  it  had  been  made  by  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist  and  "  The  British  and  Colonial  Druggist  " 
(as  it  then  was) ,  but  the  ' '  official  organ  ' '  came  in  for 
som-e  rather  strong  comments.  There  were  several  illus- 
trations in  the  "Anti-Cutting  Record"  bearing  on  some 
aspect  of  the  subject  of  cutting.    The  wit  was  caustic.

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Unfair  Competition 

Sir, — In  the  article  on  "  Opening  a  Pharmacy  "  in  tlie 
C.  &■  D.  Diary,  igsj,  under  "Attitude  to  Competitors," 
it  is  stated  that  ' '  time  was  when  each  man  looked 
askance  at  his  competitor  down  the  street,  and  there 
were  some  men  who  would  not  give  an  order  to  a  repre- 
sentative if  it  was  known  that  he  had  called  upon  some 
other  chemist."  At  first  sight  this  may  seem  a  selfish 
attitude  for  any  chemist  to  take  ;  yet  there  are  pharma- 
cists who  have  been  compelled  to  do  so  against  their 
own  wishes  in  self-defence,  and  the  difficulty  is  not  a 
relic  of  the  past,  but  in  some  instances  a  very  present 
one.  When  a  competitor  watches  one's  windows  and 
displays  in  order  to  undercut  the  prices  of  the  goods  one 
has  made  a  feature  of,  and  when  in  these  days  of  packed 
goods  one  sees  the  same  styles  and  showcards  marked 
at  a  lower  figure,  there  is  no  option  but  to  refuse  to 
order  goods  from  the  same  travellers,  unless  a  definite 
assurance  is  given  that  similar  packs  will  not  be  supplied 
to  another  chemist  in  the  locality  for  the  purpose  of 
undercutting.  One  would  have  thought  that  in  these 
days  of  local  associations  and  branches  the  "  get- 
together  ' '  spirit  of  pharmacists  would  have  been  more 
developed. — Faithfully  yours, 

Compelled  To  (g/i). 

Distribution  of  the  Chemists'  Fund 

Sir, — The  time  is  drawing  near  when  we  may  expect 
to  participate  in  the  final  distribution  of  the  chemists' 
fund  for  the  year  1932.  If  there  is  more  money  available 
than  is  required  to  pay  all  the  accounts  in  full  there  will 
be  a  bonus,  as  there  has  been  in  some  previous  years. 
There  is  a  point  which  seems  to  me  to  have  some  bearing 
on  this  matter,  affecting  as  it  does  the  total  amount 
available.  To  meet  pharmaceutical  committees'  expenses, 
insurance  committees  make  a  deduction  from  the  monthly 
accounts  of  each  chemist  in  their  area  equal  to  i,  ij,  or 
2  per  cent,  of  the  dispensing  fees.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  there  must  be  an  unexpended  balance  in  the  fund 
which  is  made  up  of  these  deductions,  because  the  phar- 
maceutical committee  has  not  drawn  all  the  money  avail- 
able. There  are  approximately  150  insurance  areas  in 
England  and  Wales,  and  the  total  of  these  balances  must 
be  quite  an  appreciable  amount.  The  finances  of  each 
year,  I  understand,  are  kept  separate,  and  the  money 
deducted  in  any  one  year  should  definitely  belong  to  the 
chemists  on  the  panel  for  that  year.  A  chemist  may 
withdraw  from  the  panel  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  then 
any  balance  carried  forward  to  another  year  will  not 
benefit  him.  Are  these  end-of-the-year  balances  taken 
into  account  when  the  distribution  of  the  chemists'  fund 
and  the  apportionment  of  any  surplus  are  being  arranged  ? 
Again,  pharmaceutical  committees  themselves  make 
drawings  from  insurance  committees  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year  to  meet  their  current  expenses.  Each  of 
these  probably  has  a  balance  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  All  this  money  comes  out  of  the  chemists'  fund, 
and  in  the  case  of  the  larger  committees  these  balances 
may  be  considerable  sums.  Would  some  pharmaceutical 
secretary,  experienced  in  insurance  finance,  tell  us 
whether  any  notice  is  taken  of  these  unexpended 
balances,  deducted  from  the  chemists'  accounts,  when  at 
the  end  of  the  year  the  possibility  of  a  bonus  (generally 
calculated  to  two  places  of  decimals)  is  under  considera- 
tion?— Yours,  etc..

Steamy  Windows 

Sir, — The  illustration  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
(January  7,  p.  7)  of  Mr.  Lunn's  new  shop  front  filled  me 
with  envy  ;  it  is  the  very  shop  front  I  have  been  wanting 
for  years.  The  facia,  in  particular,  is  masterly  in  its 
plainness,  and  gives  the  lie  to  the  supposition  that  ornate 
styles  of  lettering  are  preferable  to  plain  block  capitals. 
The  writer  of  the  descriptive  notes  which  accompany  the 
photograph  touches  on  a  problem  that  is  giving  chemists 
much  trouble  at  the  moment — the  steaming  of  shop 
windows.  ...  If  the  truly  airtight  window  has  been 
devised  I  have  not  yet  heard  of  it ;  and  the  common  ex- 
perience is  that  the  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  window 
is  approximately  the  same  as  the  temperature  of  the  air  in 
the  shop.    My  own  experiments  show  that  the  only  w?.y 


to  prevent  moisture  condensing  on  the  window  is  to 
warm  the  glass  and  to  keep  the  air  of  the  shop  as  dry  as 
possible.  On  a  cold  day  the  vapour  from  a  boiling  kettle, 
or  from  vessels  in  which  decoctions  are  being  made,  or 
from  a  floor  that  is  being  washed,  quickly  reappears  as  a 
film  on  the  windows.  ...  I  have  tried  many  devices  to 
keep  my  windows  clear,  and  the  one  that  gives  the  best 
results  is  simple,  inexpensive,  and  has  considerable  adver- 
tising value.  It  consists  of  an  oblong  metal  box,  having 
a  removable  opal  glass  panel  in  front  bearing  advertising 
matter  in  monochrome  or  various  colours,  and  a  reflector 
beneath.  Behind  the  panel  are  two  sockets  to  hold  100- 
watt  lamps,  and  the  apparatus  is  plugged  in  to  any  con- 
venient point  of  electricity  supply.  The  box,  which  is 
in  effect  an  illuminated  sign,  is  placed  on  the  bottom  of 
the  window  enclosure,  as  near  to  the  glass  as  possible  ; 
and  the  heat  from  the  lamps  rises  as  a  fan-shaped  current 
of  warm  air  over  the  surface  of  the  window,  and  quickly 
dries  it  .  .  . — Yours  faithfully,

Destamping  of  Proprietaries 

Sir, — Much  ink  has  been  spilled  over  this  problem,  but 
little  has  been  accomplished.  I  would  like  to  suggest 
the  serious  consideration  of  the  wording  on  the  patent- 
medicine  stamp.  The  absence  of  the  stamp  from  goods 
sold  by  chemists,  while  the  identical  pack  is  sold  stamped 
by  grocers,  etc.,  is  the  finest  gratuitous  advertisement 
the  latter  could  have.  Pharmacists  should  (and  could) 
demand,  through  the  N.P.U.  and  the  P.A.T.A.  :  (i)  The 
right  to  sell  destamped  goods  at  destamped  prices  with- 
out loss  of  profit  ;  or  (2)  the  sole  right  of  sale  of  any 
destamped  article  advertised  to  the  public  ;  and  (3) 
adequate  protection  against  wholesalers  who,  knowingly 
or  otherwise,  supply  destamped  goods  to  traders  not 
entitled  to  handle  them.  No  unstamped  article  should 
be  sold  at  the  same  price  as  the  same  article  stamped. 
As  usual  chemists  are  put  in  a  "  doormat  "  position — this 
time  they  are  offered  a  small  share  in  the  "  spoils."  Cut 
the  canker  before  it  becomes  a  cancer.

Blood  Grouping

[We  have  made  the  mixture  and  allowed  it  to  stand 
for  ten  days.  We  do  not  get  any  change  in  colour  after 
standing,  and  cannot  see  what  change  could  occur  as 
chemically  the  constituents  are  perfectly  compatible. 
The  only  possible  source  of  difficulty  might  be  with  the 
tincture  of  nux  vomica  and  the  hydrated  carbonate  of 
magnesia,  w-hich  is  alkaline.]

[This  prescription  is  best  dispensed  by  mixing  the  ung. 
ac.  salicyl.  and  adeps  lanse  hydrosus  in  a  warm  mortar, 
add  the  ol.  amygd.  dulc.  and  rub  together  until  smooth. 
Add  IG  drops  of  ac.  oleic.  Incorporate  one  and  a  half 
ounces  of  aq.  calcis  and  mix  to  a  fine  cream.  Take  the 
glycerin,  amyli,  rub  it  down  on  a  warm  porcelain  tile 
until  soft,  and  incorporate  it  \yith  the  fatty  cream. 
Unless  the  temperature  is  just  right  it  will  be  necessary  to 
rub  the  whole  down  to  a  smooth  creamy  ointment  with  a 
bone  spatula  on  a  porcelain  tile.  The  cream  keeps  well  for 
a  week,  after  which  it  becomes  granular  and  tends  to 
separate  because  of  the  glycerin.  It  is  still  therapeutic- 
ally active  although  the  emulsion  is  unsound.  The  few 
drops  of  ac.  oleic,  helps  to  make  a  more  perfect  cream. 
A  little  white  wax  or  stearin  will  improve  the  prepara- 
tion, but  these  must  be  added  when  ung.  ac.  salicyl.  is 
made,  by  substituting  white  wax  for  an  equal  quantity 
of  hard  paraffin,  using  lo  per  cent.] 


Legal  Queries 

D.  J.  (30/11.) — The  inclusion  of  the  word  seborr- 
hoea  in  the  title  "  Ointment  for  Seborrhoea  "  renders  the 
article  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty. 

F.  L.  O.  (28/12). — Tincture  of  chloroform  and  mor- 
phine B.P.  1885  contains  less  than  0.2  per  cent,  of  mor- 
phine and  consequently  is  outside  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Acts.  On  the  other  hand,  it  comes  within  Part  I  of  the 
Poisons  Schedule  since  it  contains  more  than  o.i  per 
cent,  of  hydrocyanic  acid. 

Hawthorn  (14/  12). — The  cost  of  alterations  to  the  shop 
being  expenditure  of  a  capital  nature  is  not  allowed  as 
a  charge  against  profits  in  computing  income  tax 
liability.  You  may  charge  it  in  this  account  but  it  would 
have  to  be  "  added  back  for  tax  purposes."  Your  best 
plan,  if  you  produce  a  proper  balance  sheet  and  profit 
and  loss  account,  is  to  charge  the  cost  to  an  account  such 
as  "  Furniture,  Fixtures  &  Fittings  Account,"  and  then 
you  may  claim  5  per  cent,  wear  and  tear  allowance  by 
making  such  claim  on  your  annual  Income  Tax  return 
form.  If  you  produce  an  account  as  aforesaid  and  sub- 
mit a  copy  to  the  inspector  of  taxes,  you  should  have 
no  difficulty  in  getting  this  relief.  It  must  be  clearly 
understood,  however,  that  the  alterations  can  be  said  to 
affect  the  "  fixtures  and  fittings  "  of  the  shop,  such 
fittings  being  tenants'  fittings  and  not  those  belonging 
to  the  landlord. 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us  as 
to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  tor,  and 
how.  We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report  upon 
proprietary  articles  norto  publish  supposed  formulas  for  therrii 

Sprayer  (1/33). — Fly  spray  bases. — There  is  con- 
siderable variation  in  the  distillation  range  and  in  the 
gravity  of  the  petroleum  distillates  used  as  bases  for  the ' 
pyrethrum  extracts  of  which  certain  household  sprays 
consist.  In  an  investigation  made  to  determine  which 
fractions  are  most  efficient  for  use  in  the  preparation  of 
these  extracts,  the  distillates  were  first  tested  alone, 
and  then  extracts  of  pyrethrum  prepared  with  these  dis- 
tillates as  bases.  It  was  found  that  distillates  in  the 
higher-boiling  range  (378-546°  F.  or  192.2-268.9°  C.)  are 
most  toxic.  Short-cut  fractions  varying  in  distillation 
range  from  398°  and  500°  F.  (203.3°  and  260°  C.)  were 
equally  efficient  as  the  longer-range  fractions,  but  the 
latter  should  be  more  suitable  from  an  industrial  stand- 
point. A  distillate  refined  by  the  Edeleanu  process 
shows  little  difference  in  insecticidal  effect  from  that 
refined  by  the  usual  method.  The  long-range  distillate 
that  is  most  efficient  when  tested  alone  was  found  to 
give  the  most  efficient  extracts  of  pyrethrum. 

B.  P.  (6/28). — Estimating  chlorine  in  water 
ANALYSIS. — Presumably  you  have  in  mind  the  Ellms-i 
Hauser  reagent  for  detecting  the  presence  of  free  chlorine 
in  chlorinated  water.  This  consists  of  a  o.i  per  cent, 
solution  of  ortho-toluidine  in  hydrochloric  acid  (10  per 
cent.). 

Bute  (10/ i). — Luminous  paint. — This  is  generally 
made  from  zinc  sulphide  with  either  radium  or  meso- 
thoriuTTi  as  the  radio  active  substance.  A  solution  of 
zinc  chloride  should  be  prepared  from  the  metal  or  oxide, 
purified  and  precipitated  as  sulphide,  which  is  then 
dried  and  ground.  To  the  dried  sulphide  is  added  the 
desired  impurity,  which  is  nearly  always  copper  (the 
proportion  usually  being  i  in  10,000  to  50,000)  in  the 
form  of  dilute  sulphate  solution.  The  sulphide  is  again 
dried,  ground  and  heated  to  i,3oo°-i,40o°  C.  This  is 
the  delicate  part  of  the  process.  The  best  method  of 
adding  the  radium  or  mesothorium  is  to  mix  the  sulphide 
with  water  and  alcohol,  add  the  radium  salt  dissolved  in 
water,  and  then  precipitate  it  as  sulphate  in  contact  with 
the  sulphide  by  adding  gradually  a  slight  excess  of 
potassium  or  ammonium  sulphate.  The  mixture  is  then 
dried  at  ordinary  temperature  in  a  vacuum  over  sulphuric 
acid.  To  apply  the  luminous  powder  it  is  made  into 
a  thick  paste  with  a  suitable  transparent  varnish.  Mastic 
or  copal  varnish  or  one  with  a  basis  of  cellulose  nitrate 
could  be  used.  Maximum  luminosity  is  attained  in  ten 
to  twenty  days.  The  proportion  of  radium  element  in 
the  paint  can  be  varied  according  to  requirements  from, 
say,  0.2  mg.  per  gm.  to  o.oi  mg.  per  gm.
